AT NATIONAL CAPITAL 


Lunacy Commission Sent Goodwin 
Brown to Washington. 


Legislators May Ask fer Facts About 
Supplies Scandal—Ramsperger 
Bill to be Withdrawn. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, April 8.—Although the State of 
New York is represented in Congress by 
thirty-seven members, the State Commis- 
sion in Lunacy cohsidered it necessary to 
fend a lobbyist to Washington at the last 
session of Congress to push legislation in 
which dt was interested and pay him $2,500 
for his services. The man chosen for this 
mission was ex-Commissioner in Lunacy 
Goodwin Brown, and the bill which he 
Went to Washington to advance was to pro- 
vide for the deportation of alien lunatics 
who come into the port of New York. 

The money to pay Mr. Brown was de- 
ducted from the allowances made by the 
State to the hospitals, each hospital being 
assessed according to the number of its pa- 
tients. The provision of law under which 
it is claimed the action of the commission 
Was authorized is Section 39 of Chapter 26 
of the Laws of 1902, which reads: 

“Any general expenses necessarily in- 
wurred by the commission for or on account 
of the State hospitals shall be apportioned 
to such hospitals on a basis of the number 
of patients and incfed in the estimates 
ef such hospitals, made as provided in this 
section under the direction of the commis- 
sion.”’ 

‘T. E. McGarr, Secretary of the commis- 
sion, when asked for the facts in connec- 


tion with Mr. Brown's appointment, fur- 
nished copies of circular letters which he 
sent to the Superintendents of the hospi- 
tals on the subject. They state that the 
commission entered into an agreement with 
Mr. Brown by which he was to receive the 
sum of $1,250 if the bill was ‘* materially 
advanced,”’ and $2,500 if it became a law. 
He was paid $1,250 on Sept. 23 last for 
“materially advancing’ the bill, and at 
the close of the recent session, when the 
bill had become a law, he was paid the 


$1,250 which had been promised him if that 
result were achieved. 


The provision of law quoted under which 
the commission claims its action in paying 
Mr. Brown $2,500 fér lobbying in Washing- 
ton was justified is not a separate section, 
but the concluding paragraph of a long 
section referring to the expenses of the 
State hospitals. It has to do with the 
purchase of supplies for the State hospitals, 
end reading the whole section it would 
seem plain that the authority for the pay- 
ment of general expenditures made by the 
commission was intended to apply to hos- 
pital supplies. 

it is understood that some of the mem- 
bers of the Legislature who have informa- 
tion on the subject of Mr. Brown's appoint- 
ment intend to air the whole matter in 
open session. They are of the opinion that 
the commissjon unduly stretched its au- 
thority in Mr. Brown’s employment as a

riously thinking of asking for the recall 
from the Governor of his bill creating a 
Treasurer and Purchasing Agent for the 
State hospitals. He now says that he in- 
troduced it without a thorough understand- 
ing.as to what it- would accomplish. He 
received it from Commissioner Lockwood 
of Buffalo and thought it was all right. 
He conferred with Senator Grady about it 
to-day and Senator Grady advised him to 
ask for its recall. 

Secretary McGarr when qupstioned yes- 
terday as to the action of F. A. Wheeler, 
the SS agent of the Manhattan 
and Long Island Hospitals, in entering into 
a contract with the Geneva Preserving 
Company for canned peas for the hos- 
,pitals of the State, said that the only way 
in which Mr. Wheeler-could get authority 
to take the action which he did was for ail 
the stewards to designate him to act in 
the capacity of purchasing agent for them, 
notwithstanding the fact that Mr. Wheel- 
er in his letter to the Hospital Superin- 
tendents said that he was actirig with -‘ the 
consent of the Commission in Lunacy.” 

Mr. McGarr said that he was confident 
that Mr. Wheeler must have had the prop- 
er authority from the stewards. 

Mr. McGarr was asked to-day to produce 
from the records of the Commission in 
Lunacy the resolution of the stewards em- 
powering Mr. Wheeler to act as State pur- 
chasing agent for them. The only docu- 
ment which he was able to find in connec- 
tion with the matter was the fellowing: 

Purchasing Stewards’ Deparftment, 
New York City, March 8, 1903. 
State Commission in Lunacy, Albany, N. Y.: 

Gentlemen: Referring to my telephone conver- 
sation of to-day in regard to the gallon peas and 
to your confirmation of my purpose to accept a 
like quantity,of last year’s contract, at the 
fame’price, on the identical quality, I have this 
day written to the Geneva Preserving Company 
making them an offer of that kind, which is in 
accordance with their proposition to me of Feb. 
21. If accepted I will notify you later. Re- 
spectfully. F. A.’ WHEELER, 

Purchasing Steward. 

It is evident, therefore, that the sole au- 
thority which Mr. Wheeler had to act as 

§purchasing agent for the State hospitals 
‘was derived from the Lunacy Commission, 
which concededly had no warrant in law 
to grart such authority. 

In this connection it may be interesting 
to recall that the President of the Com- 
mission in Lunacy is William L. Park- 
hurst of Canandaigua, the town from 
which Senator Raines, the leader of the 
Senate, hails, and that Mr. Wheeler is Mr. 
Raines’s brother-in-law. 

When Mr. McGarr was asked what the 
amount of the canned peas contract was, 
he referred the interviewer to George D. 
Sandford, the Auditor for the State hos- 

itals. as being more familiar with that 

ranch of.the subject. Mr. Sandford said 

that the contract was for $2,747, and the 
price paid was at the rate of $3.50 a dozen 
cans. Mr. Sandford admitted that it had 
been made without the formality of ad- 
vertising or of competition. 

“We always buy canned goods in the 
Spring of; the year.” said Mr. Sandford, 
“because we can do better. Last Spring 
Mr. Wheeler and Mr. Mosher. the steward 
of” the Oneida Hospital, undertook to make 
an examination of various kinds of canned 
goods with a view to making the best 
contracts possible for the State hospitals. 
They made examination of canned corn, 
canned peas, and r canned goods and 
having satisfied themselves what was the 
best article offered, they made contracts 
to have the State hospitals furnished with 
the necessary supply.” 

“Were these contracts let after competi- 
tion? ”’ 

“They were let asthe result of the ex- 
aminations which these gentlgmen made. I 
myself was present when’ the Geneva 
canned peas were examined, and 1 will say 
that they were the best peas offered to the 
State in my experience, and the price was 
the lowest which could be obtained for peas 
approaching their quality.” 

From the admissions made -by Mr. Mc- 
Garr and Mr. Sandford it is clear that Mr. 
Wheeler been acting as the purchasing 
agent for the State Hospitals by the con- 
sent of the Lunacy Commission; that he has 
entered into a number of contracts for sup- 

lies, and that, in several instances at least, 
here has been no competition, but the qual- 
“ity of the goods furnished and the price to 
be paid for them have been left to Mr. 
Wheeler’s judgment. 

The only defense set up for this frregular 
proceeding is that the supplies purchased

MORTGAGE TAX CONFERENCE. 


Assembly Republicans Refuse Their 
Consent to the Plan of Gov. Odell 
—Amendments: Proposed. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, April 8.—Gov. Odell to-day sent 
for Speaker Nixon and other Assembly 
leaders for the purpose of ascertaining if 
some understanding could not be reached 
on the subject of mortgage tax legislation. 
So far as could be learned to-night the con- 
ference was not productive of any satisfac- 
tory result. 

Assemblyman Burnett, Chairman of the 
Cities Committee, says that the Assembly 
has taken an unalterable stand against the 


proposal, and that it is unnecessary to hold 
another conference to thrash the matter 
over again. Assemblyman Dickinson, Chair- 
man of the Taxation Committee, says he 
doesn’t know what will be done. 

The impression in the Senate chamber 
this morning was that another conference 
would be held soon to consider two amend- 
ments to. the present bill now in committee. 
They would make it optional with holders 
of existing mortgages to submit to the 
State tax or to continue under the local tax 
law. All future mortgages would be taxed 
at the State rate. 

It is doubtful if the bill, even in its 
amended form, would pass the Senate, as 
the opposition of Senators Hill and Davis, 
together with that of the Democrats, would 
defeat any proposition: 


DISCUSSING THE ELKINS LAW. 


Railroad Men Troubled by Attitude of 
Small Competitors. 
Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, April 8.—Executive officers of 
the Western roads, at a meeting held to- 
day. had an animated discussion over the 
interpretation of the Elkins law and its 
effect on railroad rates. 

It has been discovered that unless ar- 
rangements can be made to inswre to the 
weak and indirect lines, which cannot com- 
pete with the big systems on even terms, a 
fair proportion of the business, the latter 
will find means to get traffic. 

The Wisconsin Central is the first line to 
bring the big competitors to a realization 
of this fact. A few days ago this com- 
pany filed with the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission a tariff which contained a 
clause that the road would absorb switch- 
ing charges or allow free cartage of freight 
in lieu of switching from industries situ- 
— on other lines to points on\its own 

ne. 

The commission had previously decided 
that free switching or cartage was not per- 
mitted unless specially noted on the tariff 
filed with the commission.

SUDDEN TURN OF A TRIAL. 


After Winning Case, Mrs. Colwell Is 


Confronted with Her Signature, 
Which Reverses Verdict.

TRENTON, N. J., April 8.—To go on the 
witness stand to-day, swear that she never 
assigned her interest in a mortgage of 
$250,000 on land in Atlantic County, this 
State, and then, when the case was won, 
to have a special messenger appear in court 
bringing the document on which she recog- 
nized her signature, was the experience of 
Mrs. Laura R. Colwett*or-Atiantic City, 
N. J., in the United States Circuit Court to- 
day. The case collapsed, of course, and the 
jury was instructed to return a verdict for 
Elisha M. Fulton, the defendant.

CHICAGO, April 8.—Liverpool, London, 
and Paris wheat market§ were strong, and 
that was the assigned reason for the buy- 
ing that caused 1% cents advance in May 
and 1% cents in July wheat here. In the 
buying Armour & Co. were conspicuous, 
and were credited with purchases of May 
and July wheat to the extent of about 
3,000,000 bushels July and 1,000,000 bushels 
May. 

The Liverpool wheat market was strong 
on what was heard there from New York 


of good buying in the latter city Tuesday 
for French account. That ‘was the sur- 
face reason for a strong opening to the 
market here, but the fact was that Armour 
& Co. were believed from their attitude in 
the market Monday to be in for a bull 
turn. The crowd appreciated how easily 
that could be made successful, and were 
quite willing to run after and swing on 
the tailboard of the yellow wagon.

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TORNADOS IN THE SOUTH

Many Lives Lost in Arkansas and 
Alabama. 


In Both States Wind Razed Everything 
in {ts Path—Houses Carried Hun- 
dreds of Feet—Death List . 
Not Yet Complete. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., April 8&—Dis- 
patches from several towns in White and 
Cleburne Counties, in Arkansas, tell of a 
tornado which swept through that section 
of the State Tuesday night, leaving death 
and destruction in its wake. The record of 
casualties so far is nine dead, three dying, 
and thirteen others badly injured. The 
towns of Little Red, Albion, Bradford, 
Heber, and Pangburn have been heard from 
80 far. 

The major. portion of the country through 
which the storm plowed its way is remote 
from railways, telegraph, or telephone 
lines, A special correspondent telegraphed 
from Searcy, Ark., to-night that he had 
gone over ‘a portion of the track of the 
storm,- and that trees were twisted from 
their trunks and houses were demolished. 

Thus far it has been impossible to ascer- 
tain where the storm began, but it ts 
known that it raged in those two counties, 
and the list of casualties is likely to be 
greater than is now known. 

Bradforg, which ts on the Iron Mountain 
road, was the first point heard from. Sev- 
eral houses were blown down there, and 
one man was badly injured. The tornado 
came from the west and spent its force by 
the time it reached Bradford. s 

It is feared the little town of Hiram, with 


a population of 150, has been wiped off the 


map. It is near Heber, and in the storm's 
track. Nothing has thus far been heard 
from it. It probably will be several days 
before the names of all who were killed by 
the tornado will be known. 

A special from Heber says that in the tor- 
nado which swept across this section last 
night A. C. Williams, fying ten miles south 
of Heber, was killed. fe wes seventy 
years old and lived with his wife on top 
of one of the mountains south of this town. 
His house was caught up by the wind and 
thrown down the mountain side, he being 
killed. His wife was badly injured and is 
not expected to live. A white man named 
Houston, living near Williams, had both 
arms broken. 

At Pangburn six residences were blown 
down and a flock of sheep and a number of 
cattle, hogs, and horses were killed. 

” A large church near Pangburn was blown 
half a mile. 

At Little Red Post Office Albert Kiler, 
Elbert Derile, Waiker Pollard, Mrs. Pol- 
lard, and ‘*‘ Tom" King lost all their houses, 
barns, and other buildings. 

Forty-three residences and sixteen barns 
destroyed and other wreckage is the record 
of ime damage reported up to 8 o'clock to- 
nignt. 

The tornado swept everything in a path 
a mile wide. 

At Pangburn Mrs. Hoverton and one child 
were badly hurt and are not expected to 
live. A number of others were hurt; bu 
not seriously. ’ 


HANCEVILLE, Ala., April 8.—A tornado 
passed over Hopewell Settlement, one and 
a half miles north of here, at 2 o'clock 
this morning, and as a result 11 persons 
are dead, four are fatally injured, and a 
dozen aré more or less seriously hurt, while 
the destruction to property is heavy. 

The storm came from the southeast, and 
its roar was so terrific that it awoke many 
people, some of whom fled from their 


houses in time to escape death by having 
the houses blown down on them. 

Buildings were tossed about like paper 
boxes and several structures were blown 
a hundred yards or more. 

The body of Henry McCoy, who was a 
prominent farmer, was blown 200 yards and 
landed in a sand pit. The house of Mrs. 
John Norton was blown down but the fam- 
ily escaped by crawling under the bed, 
while the timber and brick fell on top of 
the bed, breaking the force of the fall. 
The houses of the Oden and Griffin fami- 
lies were smashed to splinters, and it seems 
marvelous that any of their occupants es- 
caped death. 

rees were uprooted in all directions, and 
many were blown across the Louisville & 
Nashville Raflroad track, delaying trains 
for a time. 

As soon as the destruction wrought be- 
came known here, rescuers hurried to the 
scene to give attention to the dead and 
wounded. The death list at present stands 
at eleven, but it is possible that it may 
be larger. as some of the bodies found were 
blown Some distance. 


HEAVY RAINS IN TENNESSEE. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., April 8.—A heavy 

thunderstorm, accompanied by unusually 
violent winds, visited this city early to- 
day, and in half an hour the rainfall at 
this point was more than an inch. ‘Tele- 
grams from Charleston, Tenn., a point 
above here on the Tennessee River, state 
that the rainfall was 3.66 inches during the 
past twenty-four hours. At Clinton, Tenn., 
the rainfall wag 3.56 inches. 
The storm cdvered the entire Tennessee 
Valley and the river is rising rapidly, with 
a prediction that it will reach within a few 
feet of the danger line. 


SICK CATTLE FOR NEW YORK. 


Carload of Stock from Herkimer County 
Found to be in Dangerous 
Condition. 


ALBANY, N. Y., April 8.—State Agri- 
cultural Commissioner Wieting a few days 
ago was notified by parties in Utica that a 
carload of diseased cattle had been shipped 
from Newport, Herldmer County, to New 
York City, and that they were destined to 
be cut up in a Brooklyn slaughter house, 
and the meat was to be sold to New York 
City beef consumers. 


Commissioner Wieting acted promptly on 
the information, and agents of the State 
Agricultural Department intercepted the 
car in_the railroad yards in New York 
City. To-day the Commissioner received a 
report from his officers showing that the 
one mortem on the cattle showed them to 

e about the worst diseased lot of animals 
that had ever been brought to their atten- 
tion, and that the meat would have been 
wholly unfit for consumption. 

Of twenty cows found in the car in New 
York three were in a dying condition, and 
soon expired, and eight others were found 
to have been far gone with tuberculosis, 
while three were suffering with venomous 
pneumonia. 

Commissioner Wieting has been advised 
that several others of the herd died at 
Utica before they could be placed in the 
car on the train for New York. He intends 
to have the case followed up, and will, if 
possible, prosecute the shipper of the cattle, 
whose identity is as yet unknown.

WASHINGTON, April 8.—The Navy De- 
partment is informed that the collier Jus- 
tin left Cavite yesterday for the Island of 
Yap, in the Caroline Group, on her way to 
San Francisco, 

The visit to Yap is made for the purpose 
of taking there a lawyer from Savannah, 
who is looking out for the interests of cer- 
tain residents of Georgia, who claim to be 
heirs of the late King O'Keefe of Yap, who 
is said to have left a valuable estate. The 
claimants say they are the wife and ghil- 
dren of O’ Keefe. 

King O'Keefe had several wives and chil- 
dren in his island kingdom, and they un- 
doubtedly will resist any attempt on the 
part of the American heirs to secure pos- 
session of any part of his estate. 


RECORD.AT BIG GUN PRACTICE. 


Battleship Iowa Fires Thirty Six- 
Pound Shots, Each Falling True. 


PENSACOLA, Fila., April 8.—World’s 
records are being smashed here with fre- 
quency by the war ships of the Atlantic 
fleet.

The girl awoke about 5 o'clock A. M., and 
found two rooms filled with gas. She 
grcped her way to her mother’s bed, but 
could not arguse her. She then crawled to 
a window, Which she raised, and screamed 
for help, after which she fell unconscious. 
Her cry was heard by Mrs. Rose Hein, her 
aunt, who lives opposite. She ran to the 
house, threw open all the windows and 
sent.a neighbor for Drs. Leuhne and Wel- 

and, who succeeded in saving all the 
amily but Mrs. Moser. She was dead 
when they arrived. 

The family retired at 10 o'clock Tuesday 
night, the gas being turned off by Charles, 
the eldest son. It is supposed that after 
he had turned it off he accidently turned 
it partly on again. 


THE HOME RULE BILL RUMORS. 


Telegram to London Times Says They 
Originated in This Country.

LONDON, April 9.—A:’ telegram” from 
Dublin to The Times says the absurd 
rumors of the Government's intention to 
introduce a home rule measure originat- 
ed in the United States, whither they 
were carried by a number of American 
journalists who “did” Ireland last year 
and collected stories from people who 


pretended to know the secrets of the 
Government. 

These stories, enhanced by an artistic 
setting, drifted back-to Ireland, and sup- 
plied a satisfactory reason for all the 
milder measures taken in Ireland lately.

Nationalist Elected Speaker, Defeat- 
ing Republican by Vote of 29 to 26. 


HAVANA, April 8.—The elections to-day 
of officers of the House of Representatives 
showed that the political parties are very 
closely divided. The House formerly was 
strongly against the administration, but 
latterly the Republican-Conservatives have 
claimed the majority of members. This 
afternoon Sefior Portuendo, who is a Na- 
tionalist, was elected President of the 
House, defeating Sefior Garcia, Republican, 
by a vote of 29 to 26. 

Sefior Portuendo is one of_the Congress- 
men elected from Santiago Province. The 
five other representatives from that prov- 
ince who are known as Radicals, dissent- 
ing from the Nationalist Party, voted for 
Sefior Portuendo, who otherwise would have 
been defeated. 

The Republicans succeeded in electing 
Sefior Cardenal‘of Matanzas, Vice Presi- 
dent, by 29 votes to 24. The Nationalists 
elected Seftor Perez, Secretary of the House, 
by a majority of 6.. The Senate has an 
ample Republican majority. 


CARNEGIE GIFT TO CLEVELAND. 


$250,000 Offered the City for Erecting 
Seven Branch Libraries. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, ;April 8.—Andrew 
Carnegie has offered the Public Library 
Board of this city $250,000 for the purpose 
of erecting seven, branch libraries.

BURGLARS IN CEMETERY 


Two Prisoners Taken and a 
Wounded Man Missing. 


Wait of Over an Hour in Cold Rain for 
Safe Wreckers Who Were Already 
Inside an Office and at Work. 


There was a desperate fight with burglars 
last night shortly before 11 o'clock in Flow- 
er Hill Cemetery in North Bergen, Hudson 
County, N. J., in which fifteen or sixteen 
policemen from several places took part. 
Two of the men were caught, one of them 
wounded, and the third is supposed to be 
seriously, and perhaps fatally, wounded, if 
not dead, and to be lying somewhere in the 
cemetery. 

It was shortly after 9 o’clock when Chief 
Hayes of Hoboken was tipped off that the 
big safe in the office of the Flower Hill 
Cemetery would be blown open last night 
and whatever money it contained stolen. 
The office building stands in the cemetery: 
It is a castellated building three stories 
high and built of granite. 

Taking Chief of. Detectives Nelson, De- 
tective Kerrigan, and two other men with 
him, the chief started for North Bergen, 
five miles away. Capt. Knight of Union 
Hill and two of his men, some policemen 
from West New York, and Chief Sullivan 
of North Bergen, and what men he could 
pick up, joined the Hoboken‘ party on its 
way to the cemetery. + 

The building was approached with cau- 
tion, and as there appeared to be no signs 


of life about it, the police concluded the 


burglars had not yet arrived. It was rain- 
ing hard, and was cold, but the officers 
took stations around the building, hiding 


behind tombstones, and where other con-} 


cealment was not found, having to lie down 
beside graves. One man was posted near 
the main entrance, and covered with a 
sheet, so that in the darkness he looked 
like a small white marble monument. 

Then commenced a long @nd weary wait 
for the arrival of the burglars. Some of 
the men had taken their stations soon after 
930 o'clock, and all were posted “7ithin 
fifteen minutes afterward. 

It lacked a few minutes f 11 o'clock 


when the watchers were su. ri.cu to see a 
flash of light through one of tas windows. 
It is supposed now to ha*‘> bcen caused 
by the fiashing of a light s> that the work 
accomplished on the safe couid te in- 
spected before the explosive was put into 
the mechanism, 

The light showed that the burglars had 
been there before the police, and that all 
through the long wait the burglars had 
been working on the safe. The signal was 
given, and the officers closed ir! about the 
building. Most attention was paid to the 
front and sides, but the burglars had evi- 
dently planned to leave by the rear, and 
when the front door was tried they made 
a break out through the rear. 

Chief Nelson and one or two more men 
were there, and when three men burst out 
the door they were ordered to stop. They 
responded with pistol shots, and the offi- 
cers at once returned the fire. The burg- 
lars were warm, ~while the officers were 
stiff and cold from their tong exposure, 
and besides were hampered by their rubber 
coats. 

The first exchange of shots does not a 
post to have taken efféct, and the three 

urglars broke through the police line and 
started for the gate, Nelson was close be- 
hind and fired. One of the three spun 
around like a top and fell. Thinking he 
was dead, the officers did not stop, but 
kept on after the others. Meanwhile Chief 
Hayes, Capt. Knight, and others had cut 
across the cemetery to head off the rob- 
bers at the gate, and when they saw the 
officers ahead of them the two men fired 
on them, and their bullets whistled between 
the officers, but did not take effect. 

The fugitives then tried to get between 
the two lines of officers and kept up a con- 
stant revolver fire, which the officers re- 
turned. This lasted for a minute or two, 
the fugitives dodging about among the 
stones.. The officers were hampered by 
the Sonar of ndtting some of their own 
party. inally one of the men pursued ut- 
tered a cry and gave up. He had been. shot 
in the chin. His companion made a break 
to Gash through the police line, which had 
now surrounded him, but he was thrown 
and overpowered. 

With their ponte the police went 
back for the third man, who had been left 
for dead. He was not where the officers 
thought ‘he should be and a search was 
made all about. No trace of him was found, 
and &e either managed to crawl away or 
the officers picked out the wrong spot. It 
was too dark to search much and lanterns 
did not givetnuch oid when procured, as 
it was almost impossible to do anything 
amid so many shadows. Nelson and the 
others who were close up say the man was 
badly hit, as just after the shot he leaped 
into the air and turned while in the air and 
then dropped in a heap. They say he could 
not be shamming. 

The two prisoners were taken to the 
Union Hill Police Station and locked up 
after the injured man’s hurt had been 
dressed. This man gave his name as John 
Matthews, thirty years of age, a molder, 
of Albany. His companion said he was 
John Coffee, thirty-seven years old, also a 
molder. He refused to say where he lived. 

Inside the office building the police found 
two sets of safe-breaking tools, including 
drills, bits and braces, wedges and jim- 
mies. The explosive was also found and 
was stored in an_ isolated place until day- 
light, when its nature will be investigated. 
The safe had been bored into and every- 
thing was in readiness for the insertion of 
the explosive. . 

Chief Hayes remained in the cemetery, 
searching for the third man or his body, 
and the officers who had been stationed 
about the boundaries refused to allow any 
one to enter the grounds, because of the 
danger of being shot in mistake for the 
missing man or by the hunted man in mis- 
take for an officer.

WEEKLY WAGE LAW VOID. 


Indiana Supreme Court Holds the Stat- 
ute Regarding Pay for Labor 
to be Unconstitutional.

INDIANAPOLIS, April 8;--The weekly 
wage law was held to be unconstitutional 


to-day by the Indiana Supreme Court on 
the ground that it deprives workmen of 


the liberty of making contracts. 

“The statute places the wage earners of 
the State under quasi guardianship,”’ the 
court says. “‘It classes them with minors 
and other persons under legal disability by 
making their contracts void at the pleasure 
of a public officer. It tends to degrade 
them a8 citizens by impeaching their abil- 
ity to take care of themselves. | 

“Tt is paternalism pure and simple, and 
in violent conflict with the liberty and 
equality theory of our institution. Labor is 
property; it is exchangeable for food and 
raiment and some comforts, and may be 
bought and sold, and <ontracts made in 
relation thereto, the same as concerning 
ay other property. 

“The contract prohibited affects em- 
ployer and employe alike. If the master 
can employ only upon terms of weekly pay- 
ment, the workman can find emplcyment 
on no other terms.”’

ALASKAN COMPANIES PROTEST. 


Object to Contracts for Army Trans- 
portation Being Awarded to a 
; British Railway. 


Special to The New York Times. 

TACOMA, Washington, April & — The 
Northern Commercial Company, through 
Manager Hibbard, has made a vigorous 
protest against the awarding of a contract 
for forwarding troops, signal and hospital 
corps, and commissary supplies for army 
posts on the Yukon River to the White 
Pdss Railroad, a British corporation. The 
White Pass line submitted the lowest bid, 
its acceptance now being under consider- 
ation at Washington. 

Other bidders comprised big companies 
operating on the Yukon via St. Michael.

Sound, and forwarded by him to Wash- 


tngton last night.

RAILWAY IN GORE CANON. 


Denver, Northwestern and Pacific

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PLAIN TALK AGAINST 
MILWAY “SREB” BILLS 


Measures Roundly Denounced 
Before a Senate Committee, 


ee 


Messrs. Whitman, Hodge, and Ford at 
a “Snap” Hearing—Railway At- 
torneys Avoid a Full Expla- 
nation of the Measures. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, April 8.—It was evidentiy the 
scheme of the men who are behind the 
tailway “grab” bills in the Legislature 
to avoid any public demonstration against 
them when a hearing before the Senate 
Committee on Railroads was set for to- 
day, and the announcement was withheld 
by Senator Wilcox until late yesterday 
afternoon. This “snap” plan was par- 
tially successful, for there were no large 
protesting delegations from New York City, 
as undoubtedly there would have been had 
further notice been given. 

The interests of New York City, how- 
ever, were well represented at the hearing. 
Assistant Corporation Counsel Whitman, 
ex-Senator Ford, representing the Citizens’ 
Union, and J. Aspinwall Hodge, represent- 
ing the West Side Committee of One Hun- 
dred, roundly denounced the Wilccx Dill, 
the chief of the “‘grab’’ measures. Pro- 
tests were also made by Assemblyman 
Finch, ex-Assemblyman Julius Seymour, 
and Fred H. Allen of the City Club. 

The railroad attorneys present were 
Tracy Rogers, representing the Street Rafl- 
way Association, and William C. Trull, 
representing the Port Chester Railroad 
Company. Henry A. Robinson, counsel for 
the Metropolitan Company, was in the eity, 
but did not appear before the committee. 

The hearing was given on the’ Wilcox 
bill, which is a sort of an omnibus meéas- 
ure, embracing all of the salient features of 
the Goodsell, Grady, L’Hommedieu, and 
other measures which have achieved no- 
toriety. 


MILLIONS FOR THE RAILWAYS. 


Mr. Whitman analyzed each section of 

the bill, telling the committee what he 
thought the various provisions were in- 
tended to do in the city. 
‘ “ The fundamental reason why New York 
City opposes this character of legislation,” 
said Mr. Whitman, “is that under the 
charter the franchises are made the prop- 
erty of the city, and the city sells them, 
thereby deriving a large revenue. ThiS bill 
and the bills to which it is akin seek to re- 
vive old) franchises—we cannot tell how . 
many—all of which undoubtedly were fran- , 


chises in perpetuity. If this bill were 
passed one stroke of the Governor's pen 
would mean millions of dollars to the péo- 
ple who are behind this legislation.” 

The section which Mr. Whitman especial- 
ly attacked was No. 56, reviving old chart- 
ers, with all of their privileges, but with 
none of their obligations. 


“Imagine, if you will,’ said Mr.-Whit- 
man, ‘‘that I could take advantage of alt 
of the criminal laws of the State to punish 
some one else and could be exempt from”, 
all of their provisionsy in any matter af- 
fecting me, and you will have a situation 
analogous to that which would exist if Sec- 
tion 5 of this bill should become operative.” 

In conclusion, Mr. Whitman sald that the 
bills to which he had drawn the attention 
of the committee constituted, in his judg- 
ment, a deliberate attempt to take away 
froin the city franchises which would be 
worth millions of money. He protested 
against such action on behalf of the Mayor 
and of the 4,000,000 of people whose inter- 
ests would be affected. 

‘Tf those who are behind this legislation ~ 
are animated by honest motives,” he 3 
“‘why are they not here to offer explana- 
tions of their purposes and to answer 
questions? " 

When Mr. Hodge was introduced to the 
Committee, Senator Martin ec if it 
were true that the committee of 6ne hun- 
dred, which Mr. Hodge represented, at a 
meeting held last Saturday night, had 
passed resolutions of condemnation against 
certain members of the Legislature, he be- 
ing among the number. Mr. Hodge said 
that resolutions had been adopted criticis- 
ing members of the New York delegation 
in the Legislature who had introduced some 
of the objectionable bills, but that Sena- 
tor Martin’s name had not been mentioned. 

“Well, I want to say to you that I defy 
that committee or any other committee to — 
uestion my record as a legislator,” said .” 
enator Martin. : 


SHARP TALK TO LEGISLATORS, 


Referring to other queries from Senator 
Martin and other members of the commit- 
tee, as to what had been said in New York | 
about the “grab” bills, Mr. Hodge said,

“T want to say that I don’t care a snap 
about motives. The only thing I am con- 
cerned about is what this bill and other 


bills of a like character will do. I consider 
the Wilcox bill a vicious measure, and § 
propose to denounce it as such.

“JT have no doubt whatever that the 
chief purpose of section 5 of this bill is 
to give the Metropolitan Street Railway 
Company the right to refuse transfers at 
most of its intersections. The Interurban 
Railroad Company was a small company in 
the Bronx which absorbed all of the lines 
now embraced in the Metropolitan system. 
In the railroad law it is specifically stated 
that one of the penalties for the privil 
of such consolidations shall be that e 
leased lines must give transfers wherever 
they intersect.

TO EXTEND MILL STRIKES. 


Mule Spinners’ Organization Author- 
izes Further Action in Various 
New England Mills. 


BOSTON, April 8—The position of the 
Lowell cotton mill operatives and of the 
strikers at Woonsocket and Manville, R. 1, 
Was indorsed at the session of the Na- 
ticnal Mule Spinners’ Association to-day, 
and preparatory steps were taken toward 
strikes of spinners in New Bedford, Fall 
River, Taunton, and factories of the New 
England Yarn Company in Lawrence, Wal- 
tham, Manchester, Dover, Suncook, and 
Somersworth. 

In the case of the Yarn Company, Secre- 
tary ‘Samvel Ross was directed to investi- 
gate the conditions in the various places 
and report his findings to the Executive 
Council.

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DRESSER & CO. WILL PAY 


Arrangement Made to Settle 
$850,000 of Liabilities in Full. 


Announcement a Great Surprise to Cred- 
itors—Securities Deposited as 
a Guarantee. 


Forty out of some fifty creditors of the 
dry goods commission firm of Dresser & 
Co., representing about $1,000,000 of the 
$1,178,057.18 for which that company failed 
on March 8 last, were told yesterday that 
D. Leroy Dresser, President, would provide 
within ninety days for the payment of the 
$850,000 unsecured liabilities. ‘The bank- 
ruptcy proceedings will be ended at once, 
the receivers discharged as soon as the 
necessary legal steps can be taken, and 
the firm) will resume business. The an- 
nouncement was @ great sufprise to the 
creditors and to the Street. Creditors had 
been getting rid of the paper rapidly until 
about two weeks ago, when Mr. Dresser 
wrote or telegraphed ‘asking them not to 
dispose of any of: their accounts at less 
than par. 

At yesterday's meeting in the office of 
Morris J. Hirsch, lawyer for Mr. Dresser, 
at 68 William Street, it was announced that 
Mr. Dresser had entered into an agreement 
by which there has been deposited with the 
Corporation Finance Company $850,000 of 
securities, and under which Mr. Dresser 
promises that within ninety days that sum 
of money will be deposited with the Knick- 
erbocker Trust Company to pay the unse- 
cured creditors. In case this monéy is not 
deposited according to the agreement, these 
securities, it was stated, are to be turned 
over to the Knickerbocker Trust Company 
for sale, the proceeds to be delivered. In 
case of any deficiency in this negotiation, 
it will be assumed by Mr. Dresser. 

Whence came this assistance for Mr. 
Dresser was a question to which no answer 
was obtained. It was positively stated by 
Lawyer Hirsch, however, that not one of 
Mr. Dresser’s relatives, near or distant, 
was responsible for it. Mr. Dresser is a 
brother-in-law of George W, Vanderbilt of 
Siltmore, Asheville, N. C., and a brother of 
Mrs. John Nicholas Brown, known as the 
wealthiest woman in Rhode Island. All 
Mr. Hirsch would say about the source of 
the support was: 

“Mr. Dresser’s friends came 
with aid.” 

As to the securities deposited for the 


benefit of unsecured creditors, Mr. Hirsch 
said: 

“They are prime securities, dealt in daily 
on the New York Stock Exchange." 

“Are they, or do they include, any of 
the stock of the Trust Company of the Re- 
pane or of the United States Shipbuild- 
ng Company?’ was asked. 

“They do not,” answered Mr. Hirsch. 

Nearly all of the forty banks, Eastern 
and Western, among Mr. Dresser’s cred- 
itors, and a few individuals were represent- 
ed at yesterday's metting. According to 
the statement of one of them, they went 
into the meeting expecting to be told that 
the receivers had granted a payment of not 
more than 25 cents on the dollar on the 
unsecured holdings. 

Mr. Hirsch opened the meeting by reading 
a statement of the condition of the affairs 
of the insolvent company, which, as the 
same creditor said, made things look “‘pret- 
ty dark.’’ Mr. Hirsch’s statement was as 
follows:

To secure this resuit I have entered into an 
agreement with responsible parties, under which 
they hold certain securities of the present mar- 
ket value of $850,000, as collateral security to 
their undertaking, to the effect that within 
ninety days from April 7, 1903, the sum of 
$850,000 in cash will be deposited with the 
Knigkerbocker Trust Company in tsust for the 
benefit: of my creditors and those of the firm, 
and to be applied to the payment of all un- 
secured claime against me or my firm. 

And in the event that such deposit be not made 
within the

time aforesaid, then the securities 
are to be delivered to the Knickerbocker Trust 
Company, to be dieposed of by it, and tn case 
the proceeds shall be less than the sum of $80,- 
000, I and the fitmn of Dresser & Co. are to 
remain Hable for the amount of any défictency 
on the realization. This sum will be sufficient 
to pay all the unsecured Mabilities of the firm, 
and my individual unsecured Habilities. I am 
assured that of the $850,000 to be deposited with 
the Knickerbocker Trust Company, $500,000 
thereof will be forthcoming within the next 
thirty days, and the remaining $350,000 shortly 
thereafter; and the time Nmit of ninety days 
is fixed to cover all possible contingenci:s. 

It is essential for the furtherance of the plan 
that the business of the firm be restored to it 
forthwith, and the legal proceedings and the 
receivership terminated. The receivers have 
kept the business intact as far as possible, and 
in such a condition that business can be re- 
sumed at once. 

Then Charles 8S. McKenzid, one of the 
receivers, said that during the month of 
its msolvency the affairs of the firm had 
been kept intact, and that it was in shape 
to resume business immediately. The other 
receiver is Robert C. Morris, who also was 
present. 

A motion was carried whereby thé cred- 
itors agreed to extend the time of pay- 
ment ninety days, until July 7, 1908, to dis- 
miss the bankruptcy proceedings, and to 
turn back the property of Dresser & Co. 
as soon as the matter could be put in legal 
shape. 

The creditors expressed themselves as 
being highly pleased with ‘the arrangement, 
and upon the suggestion of one of them it 
was provided that 10 per cent. of the 
amount which the creditors should receive 
should be applied on the payment of the 
legal expenses of the bankruptcy, the com- 
pensation of the receivers, and@ the fees of 
counsel.

TAX DODGERS IN CHICAGO. 


Banks There Lose $15,000,000 in With- 
drawals of Depositors Made to 
Confuse Records. 


Special to The New York Times, 

CHICAGO, April 8.—It is estimated that 
Chicago banks have lost fully $15,000,000 
in deposits since the last week»in March, 
owing to the desire of depositors tempo- 
rarily to shift their taxable weath in such 
manner that no record of its whereabouts 
would appear. This was accomplished by 
large purchases of New York drafts, with- 
drawal of funds, and trarisfer to safety 
deposit vaults, and some purchases of 
Government bonds 

The object appeared to be to get rid of_a 
record. Three banks alone, it is under- 
stood, lost $7,000,000, $5,000,000, and $3,000,- 
000, respectively, but if these three insti- 
tutions had such heavy withdrawals others 
must have suffered CopreepOneinery. 

But it is a matter about which the bank 
officials do not care to talk. An official 
of one institution said, however: ‘‘ The 
withdrawals this year were the largest in 
amount we have ever experienced, and 
caused us the most trouble. Any method 
by which deposits could be withdrawn 
was adopted, though the principal means 
was through the purchases of New York 
drafts. 

“‘ Bome use safe deposit vaults, and others, 
I am inclined to think, even carried cur- 
rency on their person. The most of the 
money was withdrawn in the last two days 
in March, 

“Necessarily it will be some time before 
the money gets back into the banks, since 
an effort will probably be made to give the 


withdrawals the appearance of a business 
transaction."’

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PENNELL INQUEST PLANS 


inquiry into Death of Buffalo 
Lawyer Begins To-morrow. 


Questions Will Be Framed to Throw 
Light Upon Burdick Murder—Al- 
leged Defalcation May Not 
Be Touched Upon. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., April 8.—Justice Mur- 
phy and District Attorney Coatsworth; 
held a conference this ‘afternoon on the 
Pennell inquest, which begins at the 
Morgue at 3 o'clock Friday afternoon, The 
course of the public inquiry, so far as it 
could be discussed beforehand, was settled. 
The inquests of Pennell and Mrs, Pennell 
are to be joined. The last known statement 
of Pennell in his own defense, in which he 
says a woman killed Burdick at midnight, 
is to come out. 

The question of suicide or accident is not 
to be tried out, so far as the District At- 
torney is concerned. That part of the case 
will be directed by Justice Murphy. The 
alleged defalcations announced as equaling 
the total of Pennell’s life insurance have 
nothing to do with the death of Burdick, 
und the inquest will not be a trial of a dead 
man for swindling. But what in any way 
may tend to throw Hght on the murder of 
Burdick is to come out. 

The letters Pennell wrote, the statement 
he left behind, and all other papers that in 
any way touch upon or appertain to the 
affairs of Burdick are to be brought on if 
the authorities can get at them. The state- 
ment and some of the letters are certain ‘to 
come out, say the authorities. The Pennell 
detective reports en the shadowing of Bur- 
dick, also are to come out, unless they have 
found their way into hands beyond the 
reach of re court’

It was intimated this afternoon that In 
the event that those interested in the Pen- 
nell estate are called upon at an official 
inqul to divulge any information as to 
Fennell's financial operations in the East, 
an effort will be made to show that the 
money which he obtained from his friends 
and relatives was in the nature of legiti- 
mate loans, In other words, it may be as- 
setted that funds to the amount of about 
$200,000 were advanced to him without any 
security whatever. His attorney, Wallate 
Thayer,’admits that Pennell had no secur- 
ity to give for such loans; that he pos- 
sessed no real estate, and had no bonds, 
stocks, or mortgages. , 

“Perhaps the &200,000 which Pennell 
owed to friends and relatives In the Fast 
represents money which they loaned to 
him,"’ said Attorney. Thayer to-day. ‘Isn't 
it possible that he was not guilty of any 
criminal operations? ”’ 

Mr. Thayer was asked if Pennell had ever 
ossessed any security which he could give 
or loans to the amount of $200,000, and he 
replied that Pennell had never to his know!l- 
edge possessed anything in the way of se- 
eurlty. 

‘Do you consider that he could borrow 
$200,000 from friends and relatives withoyt 
ving security far in excess in value of 
200,0007' Mr. Thayer was asked. 

‘*No; it Is not likely, and that is one rea- 
son why I believe Pennell was a default- 
er.’ was the reply. 

Mr. Thayer says that he had not yet 
opened the sealed instructions left him by 
the dead man. ;

POOLSELLING A MISDEMEANOR. 


First Case Under the District Attorney’s 
New Scheme—Test to be Made. 


Practically the first instance of a pool- 
room case being tried in the Court of 
Specia! Sessions occurred yesterday when 
Henry Marks, Charles Kelly, and David 
McCullagh, who were captured in a raid by 
agents of the Parkhurst Society on thé 
‘* Ninety-nine Club,"’ 236 Fourth Avenue, 
were arraigned for trial before that tri- 
bunal, 

Hitherto pool-room cases have been tried 
under Section 844 of the Penal Code, which 
makes pool selling a felony punishable by 
imprisonment for not more than two years 
or by a fine not exceeding $2,000 or both. 
Under this section the trials have been be- 


fore a jury in the Court of General Ses- 
sions, and so great. had been the difficulty 
of obtaining a conviction that generally the 
istrict Attorney, rather than to go through 
the routine of a long trial with the issue 
uncertain has accepted a plea of guilty from 
the accused and sometimes a fine as low 
as $25 has been imposed. 

The present case is being tried under Sec- 
tion 843, which makes it a misdemeanor to 
maintain a gambling or betting establish- 
ment. The maximum penalty is one year 
in the penitentiary or a fine not to exceed 
$500 or both. As misdemeanors, the cases 
ean be tried fn the Court of Special Ses- 
sions, where not only the process of meting 
out justice is more swift and less expensive, 
but where, under the rule which has thus 
far obtained, the punishment really will be 
more severe. 

The complaint in the present case has 
been drawn with great care, and the Jus- 
tices have been very cauttous in receiving 
the testimony with a view of making it a 
test case. The gambling fraternity gener- 
ally are looking forward with some appre- 
hension to the establishing of this new 
mode of dealing with their cases. 

Px-Assistant District Attorney Otto Ros- 
alsky, who appeared for the alleged pool- 
room men, after the testimony of the pros- 
ecutfon had been presented, made a motion 
for the dismissal of the charges on the 
ground that the alleged offense of his 
clients was a felony in which the Court of 
Special Session had no jurisdiction. Justice 

ayer denied the motion. 

An adjournment was taken until Friday 
afternoon. The case against Henry Marks 
was dismissed.

A BOGUS POTENTATE 


How the “King of Sedang” Contrived 
to Fool Parisian Philatelists. 


In an article om some notable instances 
of stamp forgeries a writer in The London 
Magazine says: ‘Some few years ago 
both the Matin and the Petit Journal an- 
nounced that the ‘‘Gay City’ would soon 
be visited by an Eastgfn potentate, his 
Majesty Marie I. of Sedang, an island a 
few hundred miles off the coast of China, 
who would be sure to find a welcome from 
all true Frenchmen, owing to the fact that 
his Majesty had asserted his independence 
in the teeth of perfidious Albion. In due 
time his Majesty, wearing plenty of jewels, 
with his Ministers and retinue of gor- 
geously attired black servants, arrived av 
a famous hotel, where he lived in regal 
magnificence, and Paris found a new sen- 
sation in watching his daily drive alon, 
the Bols de Boulogne. A few days latex 
some letters arrived bearing a curiously 
shaped and prettily designed stamp, on 
which appeared the words ‘“ Sedang ’’— 
‘“‘two moons,” as well as some French 
Colonial stamps. Parisian philatelists gave 
huge bribes to the hotel servants for any 
Sedang stamps that came their way, and 
so rapidly did these rise in value that they 
soon changed hands at 1,000 francs. 

This fact, too, was recorded In the news- 
papers, but when orders were coming from 
all parts of France and everything ap- 
peared propitious, a very prominent Paris 
stamp dealer received a command to wait 
on His Majesty, but after being received 
with great ceremony, the King directed 
one of his Minister to complete the con- 
templated business. The dealer was told 
that in consideration of the payment of a 
large sum down he would be appointed 
sole agent for the stamps, and to this he 
readily agreed. The Minister then whis- 
pered that for a few thousand louts he 
could buy up a fine collection the Minis- 
ter had brought with him unbeknown to 
the King. but the utmost secrecy would 
have to be observed, because if tng Ma- 
jesty heard of it he (the Minister) would 
lose his head. 

A large sum of money found its way into 
the coffers of the bogus Marte TI. and his 
Minister, and Europe was then flooded 

, with the stamps. It was not, however,

Amalgamated Society Will Fight 
the Brotherhood. 


Some of the Employers Think Rival 
Union Will Be Able to Supply Enough 
Men to Prevent Need of Hir- 
ing Non-Union Men. 


The full effect of the general strike of 
the United Brotherhood of Carpenters and 
Joiners was felt yesterday on a great many 
buildings, and in a few days practically 
évery large building in the city will be af- 
fected. The Amalgamated Society states 
that it has fifty-seven branches through- 
out the United States and Canada, but the 
leaders of the brotherhood say that its full 
membership throughout the country is less 
thin 3,000, and that the strikes will be ex- 
tended all over the United States. On the 
other hand the amalgamated society claims 
thai it can fill the places of all the strikers. 
It alsc undertakes to bring men from other 
cities if necessary. 

The Brotherhood, as a counter move, 
threatens to carry the strike into all other 
cities where there are members of the 
amalgamated society working.

““* Both the Brotherhood and the Amalga- 
mated Society were members of the board 
up to last June, the brotherhood having left 
the board on several occasions and applied 
for reinstatement. We théen found out that 
the Amalgamated men were being discrim- 
inated against at the Ansonia, Seventy- 
third Street, and Broadway. This resulted 
in the withdrawal of the brotherhood from 
the board. The same trouble arose on a

A 
long discussion followed, and it was de- 
cided that the board should take up the 
fight on behalf of the Amalgamated So- 
ciety, which was instructed to put all the 
carpenters it covld supply on the buildings. 
The following statement was made on be- 
half of the board by Secretary Farley after 
the meeting: 

Both unions belong to the American Federation 
of Labor, and this strike is against all canons 
of the Federation and must be rebuked. Trade 
autonomy must be observed. The organization 
which has ordered the strike is acting contrary 
to the principles of the board, which are for 
arbitration in every case where it can be used. 
The contractors realize this, and many of them 
have told our delegates that if only one-half of 
the strikers’ places are filled by the Amalgamated 
Society they can get along. 

It was also stated that the Amalga- 
mated woodworkers, whose members can 
work’. the interior of buildings, stand 
ready to aid the Analeg male? Carpenters 
Society members on stfike at Rye, Har- 
rison, Mamaroneck, Port Chester, White 
Piains; and other places, and will come 
here to work if necessary. President Dono- 
van, when asked if general strikes would 
be ordered in case non-union carpenters 
Were put to work, said: 

“That will probably never happen. We 
are not crossing bridges until we come to 
them.”

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RIKE | “EVACUATION” OF MANCHURIA. 


Yesterday Was‘the Day for Russia to 
Retire from the Second Section 
of the Province.

LONDON, April 9.—Yesterday, says 
the Peking correspondent of Fhe Times, 
was the day fixed for the so-called 
“evacuation”’ by Russia of the second 
section of Manchuria, including Niu- 
Chwang. 

The correspondent says Russia is re- 
moving her flag from the maritime cus- 
toms office, and will retire from the civil 
government of the native city, but will 
retain the railway terminus at the Rus- 
sian concession, one hour’s march fiom 
Niu-Chwang, whencefshe will effectively 
dominate the treaty’ port and the Liau 
River. 

The new Commissioner of Customs at 
Niu-Chwang, adds the correspondent, is 
a clever young Russian. He has been 
six years in the seryice, and was recently 
promoted to be ‘deckety Commissioner 
over the heads of eighty-one of his sen- 
iors. He succeeds an Englishman who, 
during the Russian occupation, dis- 
charged his duties with the high ap- 
proval of the foreign community and the 
Russian authorities.

PEKING, April 8.—To-day was the date 
of the expiration of the treaty period of 
six months fixed for the evacuation of the 
second province of Manchuria. During the 
past fortnight the Russians have been re- 
moving their troops from the interior of 
the province, part of them going to Port 
Arthur and the others to stations on the 
railway, but none leaving Manchuria.

should be at the rate of exchange existing 
when these payments fell due. If the 
United States, desiring not to avail itself of 
the loss which China would suffer as a 
result of the depreciation in silver, pre- 
fers to demand the payments at the rate 
of exchange existing when the protocol 
was signed, that, it is held, is a matter 
which concerns the United States alone, 
and leaves the other powers to do as they 


please. 
The instructions of the Department of

REDMOND ON THE LAND BILL. 


He Welcomes the Measure, but Declines 
to Forestall the Decision of the 
Dublin Convention. 


LONDON, April 9.—John E. Redmond, M. 
P., the Irish leader, made an important 
speech at Dublin last night, in which he 
welcomed the Irish Land bill, ‘‘in spite of 
its great defects,’’ as the first measure pro- 
posed by an English Minister having the 
avowed object of carrying into effect the 
policy of Parnell and the Land League. 

Mr. Redmond said he did not wish to 
forestall the decision of the coming na- 
tional convention at Dublin. The latter's 
acceptance of the bill would mean its 
amendment and its certain passage into 
law. The rejection of the bill by the con- 
vention would mean that both Chief Secre- 
tary Wyndham and his bill would disap- 
pear. Ie knew what he was saying when 
he declared that at this moment the posi- 
tions of the Government, of Mr. Wyndham, 
and of the Land bill were all weak posi- 
tions. He deprecated any mixing up of the 
questions of land and home rule. He be- 
lieved that the settlement of the land ques- 
tion would remove the most formidable 
obstacle on the road to home rule, but the 
sugéestion madc by some Liberals that the 
Irish Land bill should be accompanied by 
a measure of home rule was dangerous, 
and was likely to wreck the bill. He con- 
sidered thAt sreland ought to be prepared 
to give Mr. Wyndham's attempt to deal 
with the question a fair trial. 

After outlining desirable amendments to 
the Land bill, Mr. Redmond expressed sur- 
prise that there should be any uncertainty 
tegarding the reception that Ireland would 
give to King Edward on his coming visit. 
He was convinced that the King was 
friendly to Ireland, and, except that the 
Nationalists by their attitude toward the 
Crown were absolutely debarred from giv- 
img his Majesty an official reception, he 
would be welcomed with every courtesy 
and hospitality.

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DUTCH UNIVERSAL STRIKE 


Workmen’s Defence Committee 
Decides to Prociaim One. 


The Move Regarded as a Policy of De- 
Spair—Proposed Bakers’ Strike 
a Failure at The Hague. 


AMSTERDAM, April 8.—The Workmen's 
Defense Committee has decided to proclaim 
@ general strike of all the trades through- 
out the country. 5 

The committee is anxiously awaiting re- 
ports from the delegates who were sent to 
Germany, Franee, and England to appéal 
for the support of the trades unions of 
those countries, 

The proclamation calling for a general 
strike is considered to be a policy of de- 
spair. In authoritative quarters it is be- 
lieved that the strike as an organized move- 
ment is doomed to failure, and that the 
Jovernment Anti-Strike bill will be speed- 
ily passed, greatly strengthening the hands 
of the authorities. 

Meantime there is no doubt that the pub- 
lic is suffering great inconvenience through 
Stagnation of trade resulting from the 
strike. There is a rush on the State pawn- 
shops and the savings banks. The mails are 
arriving irregularly and late, being for- 
warded partly by automobiles. 

The municipal employes here met toe 
night and decided to go ouf on strike to- 
morrow morning. This action will affect 
the gas, telephone, sanitary, and water 
services, but it is believed that only a 
third of the men will respond, to the strike 
call, and the military will be employed to 
maintain the public services. 

The dwellings of the employes of the Gov- 
ernment railroad who have not struck are 
guarded by troops, as protection for the 
inen’'s wives and children. The bakers’ 
shops and carts are similarly protected. 

The employes of the river and canal 
navigation companies have decided to strike 
in sympathy with the railroad men. 

More trains were running to-day than was 
the case yesterday. The pupils of the Loco- 
motive Engineers’ Institute have unani- 
mously tendered their services to the rail- 
roads. Their offers have been accepted, 
and a wantoer of them are being employed 
as stokers 


THE HAGUE, April 8.—The Workmen's 
Defense Committee has offered to call off 
the strike if the proposed “ tyrannical 
Anti-Strike bills are abandoned, but in 
Spite of the efforts of the Sociallsts to 
postpone the discussion of the most im- 
portant bill in the Second Chamber of the 
States General, Article I, guaranteeing 
freedom of labor aguinst strikers, was 


passed to-day. 

The members of the Liberal Left de- 
clare they will not vote for Article II., 
which provides punishment for striking 
railroad men. 

The proposed bakers’ strike in sympathy 
with the transportation strike has thus far 
proved a failure. The bakeries are con- 
tinuing work under military protection. 
The railroad service is gradually resum- 
ing its normal conditions. 


ROTTERDAM, April 8.—Ninety per cent. 
of the employes of the Netherlands Rail- 
road have resumed work. Only shunters 
and pointsmen are now needed to re-estab- 
lish the complete service.

Inquiry at Washington Involves | 


Several Officials. 


Postmaster General’s Confidential Clerk 
f Among Those Investigated—Whole- 
sale Dismissals Expected.

WASHINGTON, April 8.—The investiga- 
fion which is being made into the manner 


Aa which a number of officials of the Post | 


Office Department have conducted the busi- 
mess of their bureaus has practically 
reached the end of the inquiry into charges 
and complaints. Mr. Bristow, the Fourth 
Assistant Postmaster General, who has 
rge of the investigation, intends that 
every person against whom any charge is 
made shall have full opportunity to exam- 
ime whatever charges are made, and all 
the evidence offered in support of such 
charges and they will be given the chance 
to be heard in reply. 
Thus far the work of the Inspectors has 
been’ directed to running down rumors and 
clues. The disposition that has appeared 
among bidders for department contracts 
' to Wiake complaints has led Mr. Bristow 
to decide that any reputable business man 
who has been a bidder for a contract under 
the department, and believes that he has 
been dealt with in a manner to justify the 
suspicion that there has been improper 
manipulation of bids, shall have a hearing.

Assistant Postmaster General Wynne 
Stated to-day that no charges have been 
filed against.

ARMY GENERAL STAFF. 


Secretary of War Announces Names of 
Officers Chosen to Serve on 
Supreme Body. 

Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, April 8.—The board of 
officers to whom was assigned the selection 
of officers for the general staff corps sub- 
mitted a report to Secretary Root yesterday 
which was approved and promulgated to- 
day. Including three general officers the 
general staff is to consist of forty-five 
officers. The selections made by the board 
include all who are to constitute the staff 
except the general officers who will 
named by the President and Secretary 

War. 

The understanding is’ that Gen. Young 
will be named as chief of staff, and that the 
other two general officers will be Major 
Gen. Corbin and Brig. Gen. Bliss. The act 
creating the staff will not become operative 
until Aug. 15, one week after the statutory 
retirement of Lieut. Gen. Miles. Young 
will succeed Miles Lieutenant General, 
but he will have only five months to serve, 
as he reaches the retiring age in January. 

The selection of Gen. Corbin is regarded 
as an indication that he will be made chief 
of staff when Young retires.

WOULD REORGANIZE 
AMERICAN RED GROSS 


Opposition to Miss Clara Barton 
Wants No Autocracy. 


Representative of the Society’s Present 
Head Discusses the Recent Suspen- 
sion of Washington Members. 


The opposition to Miss Clara Barton in 


the American National Red Cross has form- 


ulated a plan of reorganization whereby it 
designed to substitute a representative 
system for autocratic methods. Their idea 
is to have an Executive Committee consist- 
ing of one member from each State to be 
by the Governor thereof. This 
committee is intended to elect its own offi- 
cers, including an active President, there 
being a provision that the President of the 
United States and Miss Barton be honor- 
ary Presidents. This plan is more nearly in 
aceord, they say, with the constitution of 
the Red Cross organization in other coun- 
tries 

A proposition drafted on these lines has 
been submitted to the central body of the 
Red Cross at Geneva, and this is the basis 
of the newspaper reports that the portion 
of the American Red Cross which is dis- 
satisfied with present conditions will send 
representatives to Geneva at the next con- 
gress of the Red Cross. 

The name of Rear Admiral Van Reypen, 
United States Navy, one of the twenty-two 
suspended by the action of Miss 
Barton's Executive Committee on April 6, 
has most prominently suggested as 
attive President,

that they ‘heartily indorse the efforts 
now being made by some of the prominent 
members of the Red Cross in Washington 
to thoroughly reorganize that association, 
and provide for a careful and businesslike 
administration of its finances.”’

Davis, to whom the question was referred 
for an official opinion, declared that the 
several statutes in respect to holidays have 
relation to certain employes in the civil 
departments of the Government, and do 
not expressly include officers and enlisted 
men of the army, nor do those statutes im- 
pose a special duty of observance upon 
persons in the military™service. 

In the sense in which the army regula- 
tions deal with prescribed ceremonials for 
holidays, the term “ holiday’. cannot be 
extended beyond the Fourth of July, Wash- 
ington’s Birthday, and Memorial Day, as 
to which days certain ceremonials. are re- 
quired. When one of those days falls on 
Sunday the matter of observing the pre- 
ceding or the following day, not being cov- 
ered in the army regulations, must be left 
to the discretion of the post commanders. 


TURBINES FOR WARSHIPS. 


Navy Department Has Tentative De- 
signs for 14,500-Ton High- 
Speed Cruisers. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 8.—A report that 
the Navy Department was taking steps to 
furnish warships with turbine engines was 
contradicted to-night by Admiral Melville, 
Chief of the Bureau of Steam Engineer- 
ing. He says that tentative designs have 
been drawn, but that the department has 
no intention of making experiments with 
turbines and no Government tests are in 
contemplation. 

“The Bureau of Steam Engineering,” he 
said, “has had the matter under consid- 
eration for years, About a year ago, when 
the Navy Department was considering the 
high-speed models known as scouts, the 
bureau got out tentative designs for 1,000- 
ton vessels, and since then has gotten out 
tentative deigns for vessels up to 14,500 tons 
of the high-power cruiser class of 25,000 
horsepower. But it is not yet ready to rec- 
ommend such powering, nor will it be un- 
til more is known of the economies of tur- 
bines—economy of fuel, weight, space, and 
durability. 

Much has been said of the turbines, 
said Admiral Melviile, ‘and there has been 
a good deal of exploitation of the invention, 
but there are no exact data extant to-day in 
the hands of the engineering world, ex- 
cept with those who have experimented 
with them, or who build and own them, 
and we de not know how reliable such data 
may be.”’

The information charges that on three 
different occasions Kelly offered to pay 
$1,000 to Lieut. Gov. Lee, and later again 
sought to bribe him by sending him a 
check for $1,000. Circuit Attorney Folk 
communicated over the long distance tele- 
phone with Gov. Dockery, and he at once 
communicated personally by telephone with 
iov. Odell of New York, asking that Kelly 
be apprehended and held for the local 
authorities. 

Gov. Odell informed Gov. Dockery that 
he would telephone the New York authori- 
ties at once, and later he telephoned that 
Kelly was in custody, and would be held 


until the St. Louis officers should arrive. 
The prosecution of the case will be con- 
ducted in St. Louis. 

After the information against Kelly had 
been issued, it was stated on good authori- 
ty that $20,000 had been disbursed among 
members of the eee to influence 
their votes against the repeal of the pres- 
ent baking powder law.

JEROME ACCUSES AN ATTORNEY 


Charges Before Bar Association That 
One of Patrick’s Lawyers Tried 
to Bribe a Detective. 


Through a statement made yesterday by 
Assistant District Attorney Rand, it be- 
came known that District Attorney Jerome 
had lodged charges with the Grievance 
Committee of the Bar Association against 
Edgar J. Kohler, a young lawyer with 
offices at Liberty Street. Mr. Kohler, 
who was associated with John C. Tomlin- 
son of 15 Broadway in an effort recently 
made to obtain a new trial in the case of 
Albert T. Patrick, who was convicted of 
murdering William Marsh Rice, is accused 
of having approached Detective Sergt. 
Brindley of the District Attorney's office, 
through a third person, with an offer of 
$7,000 in return for an affidavit showing 
that immunity was promised to Charles F. 


Jones, the valet of Mr. Rice. The valet 
was the principal witness against Patrick. 

The third person in the case is a woman 
detective, who is a close friend of Mrs. 
Patrick, and who did considerable detect- 
ive work for Patrick's attorneys at the 
time of the trial. According to the story, 
she is said to have met the detective at a 
restaurant in the vicinity of Forty-second 
Street and Sixth Avenue, and also at 200 
West Forty-fourth Street, where Brindley 
lived with Jones until the latter was re- 
leased from custody. 

Mr. Kohler, when seen at his office, in- 
dignantly denied that there was any truth 
in the accusation brought against him. He 
has retained Wallace Macfarlane to care 
for his interests before the Grievance Com- 
mittee on Aprii 25, when Mr. Kohler will 
have a hearing. 

‘It is true that such charges have been 
made,’ said Mr. Kohler. “It is also true 
that they are absolutely false. I have 
sought a hearing before the committee at 
the earliest date practicable. Unfortunate- 
ly, the date originally fixed for the hearing 
was April 6, when I had to be in the Court 
of Appeals. Il requested an earlier date, 
but the committee could not take the mat- 
ter up before Apri! 25, when the charges 
will be heard, and when they will be shown 
to be unqualifiedly untrue.” 

Mr. Rand in speaking about the case said: 

‘The offer of a bribe to Brindley, we are 
informed, was not made by Mr. Kohler 
personally, but for him by a woman. 
There was no money passed, but a certain 
sum was offered to ‘Mr. Brindley if he 
would do certain things. There was no 
overt act committed by Mr. Kohler, or the 
woman, and that is the reason the charges 
were preferred this way.” 

Mr. Tomlinson, concerning the charges 
preferred against Mr. Kohler, said: 

“The charges are to my knowledge ab- 
solutely false. I belleve Mr. Jerome has 
been grossly deceived,’ and that when he 
learns the truth he will be the first to 
correct his mistake. I have not the sAght- 
est doubt that when the facts are made 
known to the committee of the Bar Asso- 
ciation Mr. Kohler will be promptly vin- 
dicated.’’.

CHANGES IN TRANSIT BILL 


Mayor Says Two Clauses Seem 
Open to Criticism. 


One Dispensing with Public Letting and 
Another Concerning Long Lease 
Are Stricken Out. 


Mayor Low gave out a statement yester- 
day concerning the result of his reconsid- 
eration of the Bostwick amendments to the 
rapid transit law now before the Legislat- 
ure. The Mayor declared in favor of @ 
change in the Bostwick measure, providing 
that every lease or contract for rapid tran- 
sit extensions, if made for a period of more 
than twenty-five years, shall provide for 
the adjustment of rental of the | 
rights every twenty-five years on the basis 
of a fair valuation. In the statement Mr. 
Low says: 

““My attention has been called to two 
elausés of the bill which, as drawn, seem 
epen to criticism. The first is the clause 
apparently allowing the Rapid Transit 
Commissioners to make a contract for any 
piece of road without public letting. Prac- 
tically, the intention of this clause, and, I 
suppose, actually its effect, is to enable the 
commission to deal with the contractor for 
the subway precisely as it did recently 
with the Pennsylvania Railroad Company. 
This, certainly, is what it was intended to 
do. The motive for it was the fact that a 
public letting where there is only one pos- 
sible competitor is a good deal of a sham, 
On the other hand, in view of the general 
misunderstanding that this clause has 
caused, I have given instructions to have 
it stricken from the bill. 

“T have taken the same course as; to the 
clause permitting the Rapid Transit Com- 
mission to make a lease with the contract- 
or for the present subway for a longer 
term than fifty years. This clause was in- 
tended to apply only to branches or exten- 
sions of the present subway, but, as drawn, 
it evidently needs amendment, and the sim- 
plest way of dealing with it seems to me 
to leave it out altogether. : 

“Incidentally, I may say that I have 
taken advantage of the careful review of 
the pending bill, resulting from the criti- 
cisms which have been called to my atten- 
tion, to reduce the minimum term of any 
lease that can be made from thirty-five 
years, as it has heretofore been, to twenty- 
five, thus assimilating the rapid transit 
law to the provisions of the charter and of 
Section 32 of the Rapid Transit act itself, 
which relates to extensions built by pri- 
vate corporations. Provision for a periodic 
revision of the terms of every franchise 
hereafter let, after the first period of 
twenty-five years “has expired, has also 
been made. ; : 

“TI think I am right in . 
the members of the Rapid Transit Board 
favor this measure. The changes alluded 
to in this statement have been specificaNy 
concurred in by Mr. Orr and the Controller. 
The bill represents, in some particulars, a 
compromise between opposing opinions, but 
this is true of almost every measure that 
deals with great subjects. No law is self- 
operating, and the rapid transit law, like 
any other, will produce good results—or 
bad—according to the way in which it is 
administered.”

Resolution for a Constitutional 


Amendment Is Advanced.

ALBANY, April 8.—Another step has been 
taken toward provision for a larger num- 
ber of Supreme Court Justices in the First, 
Second, and Eighth Judicial Districts. The 
Senate Judiciary Committee to-night voted 
to make a favorable report on Senator 
George A. Davis’s concurrent resolution 
to amend the Constitution so that the 
Eighth District would have three more 
Justices, and New York City, which in- 
eludes the First and Second, would have 
fourteen more. 

The resolution was passed by the Legis- 
lature of 1902, and Senator Davis said to- 
night he thought it would be pa d by this 
session of the Legislature. It would then 
be ready for final action at the hands of 
the people. 

It coulg not be submitted this Fall, be- 
cause the Canal Improvement Referendum 
bill was passed first, and a proposed con- 
stitutional amendment and a referendum 
bill cannot be voted on at the polis at the 
same time. 

Question has been raised as to whether.a 
concurrent resolution to amend the Con- 
#titution could be submitted to the people 
at any election other than the one directly 
following its passage by the Legislature. 
Senator Davis says, however, that the res- 
olution can be submitted for the people's 
approval in the Fall of 1904, and there is 
nothing in the Constitution which prevents 
g resolution being held over one year. 


CENTRAL BILLS ADVANCED. 


Terminal Measures Finally Released 
by the Senate Committee.

PLATT MAN IS NOMINATED. 


Frank M. Baker Reappointed on the 
Railroad Board.

ALBANY, April 8.—Gov. ‘Odell surprised 
members of the Senate to-day by sending 
in the nomination of Frank M. Baker to be 
a member of the Railroad Commission. It 
is significant that this action was followed 
by a favorable report by the Assembly 
Comunittee on Railroads of the bill provid- 
ing for an increase of the commission to 
five members. 

The question of the reappointment of Mr. 
Baker, who is a Platt man, has been a 
cause of contention between the Odell and 
Piatt factions all during the session. At 
one time it was said that the Governor in- 
tendea to hold back the nomination until 
aiter the Legislature had adjourned and 
then make an appointment -which would 
insure to him control of the board. Col, 

; Dunn is the other Platt man on the com- 
mission, and Capt. Dickey is the Odell man, 

The fact that Mr. Baker was appointed 
was taken to-day as a signal that the 
Governor had abandoned any intention he 
had of taking control of the commission 
until it was learned that the Assembly 
Railroads Committee had made the report 
on the bill to increase its membership. This 
measure was fathered by the Merchants’ 
Association of New York City, and provides 
for two additional Commissioners, who 
Shall be civil engineers and shall be ap- 
pointed from the city. They are to have 
especial charge of transportation in the 
the appointment of these two men he could 
take control of the board if the bill should 
pass. 

It is said that Gov. Odell sent for Mr.

Senafr Elsberg’s bill, abolishing the of- 
fice of Coroner in New York City and sub- 
stituting anedical examiners, was recom- 
mitted without debate in the Assembly by 
a vote of 62 to 46. When the vote was 
announced great surprise was. expressed 
that a harder fight had not been made, in 
view of the charges which have been made 
of bribery in connection with the measure.

|OPENHYM MYSTERY GROWS 


Yonkers Waiters Identify His Pict- 
ure-as That of Customer. 


Was Seen as Late as Tuesday—Counsel 
for Relatives and Police Still Confi- 
dent Merchant Is Dead. 


Notwithstanding the various facts’ lead- 
ing to the conclusion that Adolphe Open- 
hym, the missing millionaire silk merchant, 
jumped or fell-from High Bridge and was 
drowned in the stream below on Monday, 
March 30, the stories of two Yonkers po- 
licemen and several other persons yester- 
day revived the conjecture whether the 
mystery would or would not ultimately be 
ended by absolute proofs of death. 

The Yonkers developments had their be- 
ginning in the joint statement of Rounds- 
man Michael Horan and Policeman John 
Schiebel of that city to the effect that on: 
the night of March 30, about 11:30 o'clock, 
they saw a man of appearance and dress 
like that of Openhym wandering in aim- 
less fashion about Getty Square, saw him 
take a car, and ultimately heard from the 
car conductor that he had _ transferred 
Somewhere along the line between Yonk- 
erg and Mount Vernon to a car running in 
the direction of New York. This story in 
substance the conductor, Charles L, Mil- 
ler, confirmed, although he was not alto- 
gether sure about the transfer. 

Out of it grew another tale that Harvey 
Wilson, a conductor of a car running be- 
tween Mount Vernon and Yonkers on a 
day schedule, had seen a man answering 
to Mr. Openhym’s description riding on his 
car on Tuesday of this week, leaving it 
just beyond Getty Square, in Yonkers, to 
go into Birch's Restaurant, at 15 Main 
Street. Wilson was shown a photograph of 
Mr. Openhym, and said he was fairly sure 
it was of tne man he had noticed. 

On the basis of the conductor’s story, a 
reporter took ‘the photograph of Mr. Qpen- 
hym—a large one—to Birch’s restaurant 
and showed it to Albert Hillerie, a waiter 
there, without comment, asking merely if 
Hillerie had ever seen the subject of the 
picture. 

“ Certainly I have seen that man,” said 
Hillerie; “he has been coming in here about 
noon nearly every day for a week past. I 
noticed him because he was refined looking 
gee ,well dressed. He was in here yester- 
ay. 

Hillerie. was asked to describe the man 
he referred to, and he said: ‘‘ He was about 
middle height‘and rather stout. He had 
just that pointed beard, and wore, when he 
was in here, a gray suit. I. never noticed 
what kind of a hat he had on, because 
when I saw him he was always sitting down 
at the table. I didn’t have time to watch 
him going out." 

Hillerie made no reference to the Open- 
hym case in speaking of the man whom he 
thought resembled Mr. Openhym’s photo- 
graph, but remarked that his ‘ partner,” 
the other.waiter in the restaurant, might 
have noticed the same man. The “ part- 
ner,"’ John Riley, who was not in the place 
when Hillerie was shown the photograph, 
eame in later and had the question put to 
him as it had been to Hillerie. He said: 

**I have seen that man in here, or some 
one who looked exactly like him. He be- 
gan coming about a week ago, and I am 
sure that he does not live in Yonkers, for 
I know all our regular patrons.”’ 

The various occurrences at Yonkers are 
not given much weight by representatives 
of the Openhym family, and Morris. J. 
Hirsch, their attorney, who has been exert- 
ing every energy in directing the search, 
sald last. night, efter talking in this city 
with the two Yonkers policemen, that he 
believed them mistaken. That opinion was 
shared by Capt. McClusky of the Detective 
Bureau, who considered the proofs of death 
furnished by the corroborative statements 
of four persons at High Bridge, by the hat 
and umbrella found on the bridge and iden- 
tified as Mr. Openhym’'s, and by the declar- 
ation of the young man who rode north on 
the Amsterdam Avenue car on the Monday 
in questién With Mr, Openhym to be abso- } 
lutely positive and convincing. 

Mr. Hirsch took occasion to deny unqual- 
ifiedly the rumors to the effect that Mr. 
Openhym had probably about him when he 
disappeared ' $1,000,000 in cash and that a 
life insurance policy for $500,000 was now 
lving pendiog without action by relatives 
for collection. 

“ Those stories are as false and malicious 
as they are ridiculous,’ said Mr. Hirsch. 
“In the first place, Mr. Openhym’s insur- 
ance papers will prove that he carried only 
$60,000 on his life. The other story is too 
evidently false to be commented upon. The 
idea of a man with a million dollars in cash 
on his person living up there in some little 
country town and eating at cheap restau- 
rants in Yonkers in broad daylight, when 
there is a police description out for him and 
a reward offered, is unthinkable. 

“The stories of those two policemen 
speak for themselves in point of improba- 
bility. In the first place, they do not agree 
in talking to me and to the reporters and 
the description they give of Mr. Openhym 
is exactly that bf the police description, 
event to the pearl pin in his scarf and the 
watch chain, which he carefully showed, 
according to them, on a rainy night, by 
having his coat unbuttoned. It is easy to 
describe a man when you have a printed 
description to go by. Furthermore, they 
say nothing about the suit being that 
gray Prince Albert which Mr. Openhym 
wore the day he disappeared. That detail 
Was not put in the police notice. I am firm- 
ly convinced that Mr. Openhym was 
drowned.”

SHAMROCKS RACE TWICE 


Challenger Beats Older Boat Four 
Minutes in Windward Run. 


New Yacht Demonstrates Marked Su- 
periority in Fresh Wind and Open 
Water—Thirty-Mile Race To-day. 


WEYMOUTH, England, April 8&.—With 
club-topsails set in a good 12 to 14 knot 
breeze off shore, promising fast racing and 
a thorough test both of speed and gear, 
the Shamrock III. and the Shamrock L 
started to-day off down the wind for a 
leeward and windward trial. The Sham- 
rock III. was a good length ahead as the 
boats were sent off, and she gathered way 
s0 much faster that she was off with dou- 
ble that lead before the older boat had 
fairly started. The starting times were as 
follows: 


The Shamrock III....cecse 50:00 
DT a Kanu ncrcssebensbhonance end 9:50:01 
Booms were run off and the Shamrock IL. 
Grew into the wake of the cup challenger, 
getting between her and the wind. This 
advantage enabled the old boat to draw up 
somewhat, but as the blanketing did not 
last the challenger opened away fast and 
ran in’ such fashion as helped to dispel the 
doubts as to her speed when off the wind. 
When the boats were three-quarters on 
the way to the Shambles Lightship the 
wind drew more westerly, and the Sham- 
rock III. had to run a course considerably 
more to the westward, throwing her astern 
as they luffed for the Shambles. The Sham- 
rock I. led round the lightship, and the 
times were:

Sheets were all home as they came on 
the wind, and the challenger, gaining fast 
and running a trifle freer, went right past 
and to leeward of the older boat before 
they had gone a mile to windward. 

Alter hoiding this tack for twenty min- 
utes the Shamrock Ill. came about and 
passed wide across the bows of the “pre 
rock I., and, taking up a position ahead and 
wide to windward, pointing higher and sail- 
ing faster, she gained on every mile. The 
freshening wind caused some sea as 
boats beat back, but the challenger stood 
up well to the wind and took the seas 
easily. She again crossed the bows of the 
Shamrock I. as they beat into the bay. 

The times as the yachts turned the 
at the finish of the first round were: 
‘The Shamrock III 1:46:14 
The Shamrock I... 7:50 

The challenger gained, therefore, exactly 
two minutes in a beat to windward cof 
seven miles. 

As the two yachts rounded the Erin spin- 
makers were set for the next run to the 
Shambles, and smarter work on board the 
Shamrock I. enabled her to make up twenty 
seconds of lost ground. The two boats 
made fairly level] racing down the wind, the 
challenger not gaining appreciably in the 
first couple of miles. 

The wind held fresh and 
allowing an honest trial of speed 
boats were equally served by the 
sailing practically in the same water it took 
a little over fifty minutes to run the seven 
miles, and the boats turned the Shambles 
on the second round as follows:

The vachts trimmed in as close as they 
could lie to a fine, steady breeze, and both 
made short work of the journey, doing 
about twelve knots. The Shamrock III.

After landing George L. Watson from the 
challenger, the boats were sent off on an- 
other spinnaker run seaward, the starting 
times being as follows:

The Shamrock III., which had a 
lead in starting, soon widened the gap. 
About a mile from the Shambles the spin- 
nakers were taken in and the two boats 
reached for the mark, which was turned as 
follows:

This was a gain of about a minute for 
the new yacht in the seven miles. 

Jibtopsails then were set and a couple of 
long tacks brought them home. The chal- 
lenger rapidly opened out a long lead, 
seemingly being well suited for the fresh- 
ening wind. The times at the finish of the 
second race were:

The new boat had thus beaten the 
rock I. four minutes over the last 
miles’ turn to windward. The trials were 
regarded by experts as showing that the 
Shamrock III. is markedly superior to the 
old‘ boat in fresher weather and more open 
water. In running off the wind in a light 
breeze the Shamrock I, was only 
seconds a mile slower; but on the wind the 
challenger quite outclassed her. 

Designer George L. Watson, in an Iinter- 
view this afternoon, said he certainly did 
not like the challenger on her first run to 
leeward to-day, but her after performances, 
he thought, made ample amends. Her wind- 
ward work was already up to his best ex- 
pectations, and he looked for further im- 
provement. 

Sailmaker Ratsey fenced 
of the interviewer, but admitted that the 
challenger's erformances were very dif- 
ferent from those of Shamrock II. 

It has been arranged, if the conditions 
are favorable, to send the yachts to-mor- 
row over a measured America’s Cup course 
of fifteen miles to leeward and return.

——Whatever may be the exact extent of 
the injuries suffered by the Maine in the 
course of her recent target practice, they 
are quite serious enough to supply the 
foreign critics of our navy with an excuse 
for overlooking the wonderful record with 
big guns made by the Indiana on the same 
crulse. Our friends in Berlin, for exam- 
ple, are sure to call the attention of Ada- 
miral Dewey to the mishaps of the vessel 
with the memorable name, and, ashe is pass- 
ing through one of his rare periods of taci- 
turnity just now, he will refrain from ask- 
ing them to note in turn what would have 
been the fate of a hostile ship that chanced 
within the range of gunners who send 
fifteen out of sixteen long-range shots ex- 
actly where they will do the most good—or 
harm. Incidentally, it will be interesting 
to learn, not only what gave way on the 
Maine, but also whose fault it was and 
what is going to happen to him. Such ace}- 
dents are only embarrassing in time cf 
peace, but they would be something else 
in time of war. And, considering the very 
general interest both here and abroad in 
news relating to the American Navy, it 
might be well, in cases like this accident 
to the Maine, if an accurate and official 
account of the incident were promptly is- 
sued, without waiting for exaggerated re- 
ports to put the department on the de- 
fensive, as it were.

——Of the things that remain the same 
the more they are changed, the British 
army is évidently a striking example. It 
required almost Governmental, and quite 
a social, revolution to do away with the 
long-established system of selling commis- 
sions in that army, but done away with it 
was—in theory. Now, however, a Parlia- 
mentary committee reports that the “ ave- 
rage and legitimate expenses" of an in- 
fantry officer amount to from $500 to $750 
a year above his pay, while for the cavalry 
officer the annual excess is from $3,000 to 
$3,5000. In other words, it is again true 
that, with exceptions‘to the rule, probably 
nv more numerous now than in the unre- 
formed past, commissions in the British 
Army are within the reach only of men 
with independent means of their own or at 
thelr disposal. The commissions are no 
longer sold for a fixed price at a single 
payment, but the effect is the same so far 
as limiting the field from which to select 
officers is concerned. Indeed, the limita- 
tion is probably closer under the new sys- 
tem than under the old, for it cost less to 
buy commissions than to live up to the 
standards of expenditure that have been 
established for their holders. Readers of

to render. This testimony is not that of a 
foreign and hostile critic, and it cannot be 
lightly dismissed.

With Burroughs, the Naturalist, He 
Enters Yellowstone Park. 


For Sixteen Days They Will Commune 
with the Birds and Beasts in Prime- 
val Haunts—Will Start for 
California April 24, 


CINNABAR, Mon., April 8—President 
Reosevelt is in the fastness of Yeilowstone 
Park, and for the next sixteen days he ex- 
pects to enjoy complete rest and cessation 
from public duties. He will be in almost 
daily communication with Secretary Loeb 
at Cinrabar, but nothing except of the ut- 
most importance will be referred to him. 
In company with John Burroughs, the 
naturalist, who accompanied him from 
Washington, he will study closely the na- 
ture of the various animals that inhabit 
the park. The President has looked for- 
ward to this outing for some time, and he 
wee in a particularly happy frame of mind 
when he led the cavalcade into the park to- 
day. Every trail leading into the pre- 
serve will be closely guarded and no one 
will be allowed to disturb the President's 
solitude. His headquarters will be at the 
home of Major Pitcher, the Superintendent 
of the park. Several camps have been es- 
tablished in different localities and these 


will be occupied by the President from time 
to time. 


The special train bearing the President 
and his party arrived at Gardner, the en- 
trance to the park, at 12:30 o'clock this 
afternoon and was met by a detachment 


of the Third Cavalry and a number of cow- 
toys.

Louts, and thence to the Pacific Coast on 
April 24. The weather here is very mild 
and reports from the park are to the ef- 
fect that there is but little snow in the 
vicinity of the President's headquarters.

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Tells Friends of Old New York and of 
the First Copy of The Times. 


George T. Hansell, who for more than 
half a century has been a Deacon of the 
Fifth Avenue Baptist Church and soliciting 
agent of the New York Association for the 
Improvement of the Condition of the Poor, 
was eighty-nine years old yesterday, and 
gave a birthday reception at his home, at 1 
West Eighty-seventh Street, which many 
of the prominent men of the city attended. 
Others who could not be there sent let- 


ters and cards. One letter from R, Fulton 
Cutting dwelt at length on Mr. Hansell’s 
work in connection with the Baptist 
Church, and said that the success of the 
Society for tae Poor was due to his ef- 
forts, 

Mr. Hansell was born in England in a lit- 
tle town thirty-six miles east of London. 
He came to this country when twenty-one 
years old on the packet boat Samson, which 
took forty-seven days for the journey. 
Shortly aiter landing he became a mem- 
ber of the Baptist Church, then situated in 
Oliver Street. During the troubled times 
of 1836 and 1837 he shared all the vicissi- 
tudes of the people, and was barely able 
to support his family by portrait painting. 


He has been raarried three times—in 1836, } 


1883, and in 1893. His last wife was Miss 
Lizzie Phelps Esterbrook, who when he 
married her was the widow of Andrew A. 
Evans of Boston. She is a direct lineal de- 
scendant of Samuel Adams, the patriot. 

Mr. Hansell related to his guests many 
of his experiences during the years he has 
lived in New York. He told of the great 
fire in 1835, when over half of the city 
was burned. He also related how he had 
read one of the first copies of THz New 
York TiMeES, he having continued to take 
the paper ever since. 


RIVAL CRACKER TRUST. 


United States Biscuit Company Incor- 
porated to Fight the National. 


A certificate of incorporation of the Unit- 
ed States Biscuit Company has been filed 
at Jersey City with the County Clerk of 
Hudson County. It is said the company 
will be operated in opposition to the Na- 
tional Biscuit Company, known as the 
Cracker Trust. The articles of incorpora- 
tion give the capital at $5,000, but the com- 
pany is said to have a capital stock of 
$4,500,000. The incorporators are Louls B. 


Dailey, K. K. McLaren, and Joseph M. 
Mitchell. 

The articles of incorporation say the ob- 
ject of the company is to deal in biscuits, 
crackers, cakes, Italian paste, candies, con- 
fectionery, and any and “all other food 
products, whether of the character afore- 
said or otherwise,’’ in any State or Terri- 
tory. 

Kenneth K. McLaren, one of the incor- 
porators, gave out the following state- 
ment, as coming from Jacob L. Loose, 
President of the United States Biscuit 
Company: 

“The company is formed to engage in 
active business. It already has a number 
of cracker and candy eee plants, 
and will build others and extend its busi- 
ness as occasion warrants. The principal 
men interested are Jacob L. Loose, Joseph 
8. Loose, and John H. Wile. No other 
manufacturers are directly or indirectly 
concerned, and especially is It an entire er- 
ror that Armour & Co., Swift & Co., or any 
other firm or rsons connected with that

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IDEAL ART BY AMERICANS. 


First Exhibition of Figure Work Ideal 
in Subject—Works by La Farge, 
Weir, Fuller, &c. 


The Arts Club has attempted what the 
pessimist on American art would call the 
impossible, and has succeeded. Foreign 
critics, and not a few American, even when 
they admire the works of our painters and 
sculptors, are in the habit of making a 
reservation to the effect that our fine art, 
engaged in the path traced by the realists 
of France, keeps always to the level of 
realism, and fears to attempt the ideal. 
The exhibition opened yesterday in the 
galleries of the Arts Club, in West Thirty- 
fourth Street, is the first example of an 
attempt to meet this criticism and show its 
baselessness. 


Without going far beyond the member- 
ship of the club, a little collection has been 
secured by Mr. C. R. Lamb, Chairman of 
the Art Committee, which may well give the 
croakers pause. Here are the panels, in 
color, by Frank V. Du Mond, to illustrate 
Milton’s ‘‘Ode to the Nativity,” panels 
which were reproduced in colors to fit the 
pages of The Century. Here is the Angel 
with the harp, a flame on her head and 
the manicolored feathers of her great 
wings as background, by Mrs. Ella Condie 
Lamb, and a charming study for the head 
of the Madonna, together with sketches in 
color for an ‘“‘ Annunciation.’ Walter Shir- 
law contributes two well-composed rounds, 
“Morning” and “ Night,” in which he 
has followed the rule of the old gems to 
fill the circle well with each figure, com- 
pactly, but without apparent effort. 

Religious pictures are further represent- 
ed by a “ Holy Family” from Elliott Dain- 
gerfield, a large rondo in the old Floren- 
tine and Venetian way of composition, but 
modern in brushwork. Mrs. Louise Cox has 
a seated Madonna, with nude Bambino ex- 
tended in her lap—rosy-footed, laughing, de- 
ightful in flesh tints, a very gem of a baby. 
The face of the Madonna leaves a good deal 
to be desired. As the picture stands, the 
nude baby is the first thing seen, but even 
so the second point on which the eye in- 
evitably rests, the Mother’s face, ought 
not to disappoint one. There is room here 
for a restudy and repainting of this face; 
the canvas {s well worth the trouble an 
artist must take to rearrange values in 
such a difficult undertaking. “ Faith” Is 
a more realistic figure by Hubert Vos, cap- 
itally painted, an old woman kneeling on 
a chair with clasped hands, her wrinkled 
and troubled face worn with care. 

For stained glass, very evidently, are the 
two paintings by Otto Heinigke, a ‘“‘ Mag- 
nificat,"’ with standing figure, and @ 
“Sappho,” seated, rather low in tones, 
Samuel Isham offers an excursion into 
classical antiquity in a very well-painted 
and modern-looking seated Muse, an “ Ura- 
nia"’ in profile, holding a globe, which 
bears her name in Greek letters. It is de< 
lightful to see once more the superb seated 
““Muse of Music,"’ by Julian Alden Weir, 
lent by Mrs. I. T. Williams. Very beauti- 
ful in tones and fine in contours, this Musa 
sits on a marble throne, which shows a lt- 
tle relief of Apollo on the upright of the 


left-hand arm. The Muse's right elbow 
rests on this arm, and her hand Hes lightly 
against her cheek. Her left hand rests on 
a lyre, and her eyes are turned a little 
upward and to the left. Certainly this is 
one of the noblest figures in modern Amer- 
ican art. Time has darkened the back- 
ground a little, but mellowed the flesh 
tints and draperies. 

An ‘* Aurora,’’ by George Maynard, is a 
slender nymph, flying with disheveled, 
pale, corn-colored hair through cloudland, 
a& gauzy drapery caught in both hands, her 
face and action expressing a certain cory- 
bantic ecstasy. Very different is Joseph 
Lauber’s barefooted “Spring,” in pale 
green robe, girt with an ashes-of-roses 
girdle, demurely stepping along a grassy 
cliff against a bright blue sea. She scat- 
ters flowers from a round basket on her 
left arm. “‘A Dawn of @pring,’’ by Charleg 
Cc. Curran, has three standing and one 
kneeling nymph in draperies of tender 
colors. The ‘Springtime’ of Edward A, 
Bell is a long panel, with draped women, 
one of whom grasps the saplings among 
which she moves, and another plays the 
double pipes. Mr. Bell sends also “ Color, 
Form, and Music,’ another trio of slim 
figures. Color stands in profile clad in her 
long, reddish draperies, and holds a pea-~ 
cock feather. Form stands full-face and 
drops her white draperies unabashed. Mu- 
sic turns his back and plays on a lyre. 

Fairyland is the home of such pictures ag 
“The Fog Phantom,” by Frederick 5S, 
Church, which is seen here not in the origi- 
nal painting but the beautiful engraving 
on wood by F. 8. King; in ‘‘ The Pine Tree 
Fairy’’ and ‘“ The Sea ony of Miss 
Sarah S. Stillwell of Philadelphia, paint~ 
_— reproduced in colors by Harper’s Mag- 
azine, which show strongly the influence of 
Howard Pyle; and in ‘‘The Perfume of 
Roses,’ by C. C. Curran. They are ideal 
lands also into which Albert Ryder leads 
us with his little ‘‘ Passing Song,” ex 
quisite {in tone, bold and big in composi- 
tion, poignantly sad in the face of the lady; 
with his ‘‘ Country Girl,” pale of face and 
scared, as if she had seen or were the 
Banshee herself; with his mirror-frame ar- 
ranged in little panels that set forth the 
incidents of Drake’s ‘Culprit Fay,” and 
with his strange landscape and figures lent 
by Dr. A. T. Sanden. So extensive an exhi- 
bition of work by this rarely seen artist 
has never been held before. 

‘**Tilusion,’”” by H. B. Fuller, repeats the 
good impression it made when first shown 
in New York, a year or so ago. There are 
two standing figures, a woman in diaph- 
anous drapery holding a glass sphere, a 
little boy reaching up for it. This picture 
has rightly a place of honor. Opposite 
hangs the ‘‘ Sacred Hekatomb,” by Mrs. 
Amanda Brewster Sewell, which took the 
Clarke Prize at the Academy at the last 
exhibition, a wide canvas full of damsels 
and nude youths leading bullocks toward 
the temple. 

‘*A Joyous Life,’ by Louis Loeb, anoth- 
er prize picture, shows nine maids of 
Arcady dancing the Carmagnole of antiqui- 
ty to the sounds of a pipe played by Pan. 
‘Happy Days,’ by William Fair Kline, is 
a closer-knit composition. A nude youth 
plays the double pipe, and as he plays a 
partially draped nymph crowns his dark 
hair with flowers. These are pictures that 
solve the problem of beauty in color and 
form without descending to mere pretti- 
ness, which is the usual pitfall in such 
compositions. Here one may mention the 
enly water color, a ‘“‘ Narcissus” seated 
by the waterside, very charmingly wrought 
by Mrs. Rhoda Holmes Nicholls. Mr. 
Kline’s ‘ Leda and the Swan,” which took 
one of the Julius Hallgarten prizes at the 
Academy, is here. ‘‘A Galley Leading,’’ 
by Charles Walter Stetson, is a very good 
composition of young women looking from 
a vaulted cave on the Mediterranean as if 
watching a boat race. The color scheme is 
fresh and brilliant. 

Pictures by deceased American painters 
are Thomas Cole's ‘‘ Voyage of Life,’ in 
four small panels framed in one, reduc- 
tions of those in the Historical Society, and 
George Fuller's lovely ‘‘ Romany Girl,” 
from the I. JT. Williams collection, also 
an exquisite little ‘‘ Cupid and Psyche,”’ by 
Henry Peters Gray, painted in 1843, de- 
lightful in color _and composition, chaste 
yet passionate. Next it hangs a “ Cupid 
and Psyche,” by William Page, deceased. 

There is a drawing on wood for engrave 
ing by John La Farge, called ‘‘The En- 
chantress,” which may well set connois- 
seurs raving; the evil-smiling Circe is 
turning a youth into a snake, and the ser- 


i pent skin has invaded all of him but his

‘Art Inspired by Ambition,” a painting 
by Frederick Ballard Williams, not impece 
eable in drawing, but full of a big spirit 
“A Colonial Youth,” with bow and arr3% 
in a canoe, is a prize-winner from Douglas 
Volk. “June’’ and “July,” by Otto H. 
Bacher, are vivid studies of the nude in 
sunlight checkered with the shadows of 
leaves. ‘‘ The Norns,”” a rondo by Bryson 
Burroughs, and his ‘*‘ Bowman’’; “ An In- 
strument of Many Strings,’”’ being a St. Ce- 
celia, by Miss M. lL. Macomber, and her 
“Night and Sleep’’; the ‘ Syren,”’ 
salia,”’ ‘‘ Pipe and Triangle Players,” 
tels by J. Wells Champney; “‘ 
Raven,” a painting by Miss Zelma Baylos; 
heads by Joseph Boston, Carle J. Blenner, 
and Arthur I. Keller are other pictures 
which go to make up a very distinguished 
and remarkable gathering. 

A few pieces of sculpture are here: 
“Diana,” by D. C, French; ‘‘ Lotos Foun- 
tain’ and “Sun Dial” by Miss Enid Yan- 
dell; a gay ‘‘ Echo,” statuette in_ plaster 
by C. H. Niehaus, and in bronze his fine

He Disapproves of Methods Chosen 
to Change Regulation. 


Mr. Thomas of Thomas & Pierson De- 
fends the Plan Pursued and Doubts 
Whether Collector’s Scheme 
Will Stop “ Tips” to 
Inspectors. 


Collector Stranahan's attentlon has re- 
cently been called to the fact that import- 
ere were being asked to sign a contract 
agreeing to pay a firm of brokers in this 
City $25 in case the brokers succeeded in 
securing a Treasury regulation providing 
that plblic store packages should be re- 
moved from the docks to the stores within 
forty-eight hours after the expiration of 
“penera) order time, the same to be paid 
upon the issuance of such an order by the 
Treasury Department or the Collector of 


., Customs at the Port of New York.

The @pllector stated that this enterprise 
did not have his approval, as he was sure 
it did not have that of the Treasury De- 
partment; that if the present handling of 
such packages could be improved it would 
be done without the employment of any 
person; that the present contractor would 
be given a thorough opportunity to demon- 
strate his capacity to handle the contract 
to the satisfaction of the public, and that 
extraordinary efforts were being made to 
give a more expeditious delivery to mer- 
chants than has been known in the history 
of the port. 

The contract referred to was found upon 
inquiry among customs brokers, and with it 
the name of the firm. The contract reads: 

“We, the undersigned, are in favor of a 
change in the Treasury regulations govern- 
ing Public Store cartage which shall re- 
quire the cartage to the Public Store of all 
packages designated for examination within 
forty-eight hours of the expiration of gen- 
eral order time, and, upon the issuance of 
such an order by the Treasury Departmen, 
or the Collector of Customs of the Port of 
New York, or the issuance of an order al- 
lowing such cartage to be done by any 
bonded truckman, hereby agree to pay to 
Thomas & Pierson, 49 Wall Street, the sum 
of $25.” 

“Collector Stranahan sent for me yes- 

terday,”’ said Mr. Thomas, ‘“‘and said that 
he had seen a copy of the agreement, and 
we had a considerable talk over the mat- 
ter. The Collector is in favor of an im- 
rovement, but is doubtful about the feasi- 
ility of some of our plans. 

“The Collector has just put into practice 

lans of his own, including the time-stamp- 
ng of permits. That is all right, but we 
don’t think it will be enough. Mr. Shaw 
has recently shaken up all departments of 
his service, and I am sure that if we can 
present the proper arguments he will be 
convinced. In case he thinks that he has 
net the power to issue the regulation we 
will take the matter before Congress. 

“There has been much work to prepare 
our case here. We have statements from 
the steamship companies and a mass of 
evidence ef other kinds to show just what 
the conditions are. It is costing money to 
get this case up. So we are getting others 
to co-operate with us. We have already got 
a number of signatures to the agreement, 
and we are going to get more. The money 
is to be used legitimately, and we will only 
need about two hundred names. 

“Collector Stranahan's plans are good so 
far as they go, but we don't think that-even 
this district inspection is going to produce 
the results the importers must get. It 
leaves it too much to the descretion of the 
men who will have the handling of the 

o00ds how quickly they will be moved. We 

on't want to make any disagreeable pre- 
dictions, but the present plan doesn't seem 
to us to be a guarantee that the system of

SNAPSHOTS AT VAUDEVILLE. 


“Change Your Act” at Keith’s an 
Amusing Sketch of Variety Per- 
formers’ Tribulations—Oth- 
ers on the Bill. 


Vaudeville knows no more amusing 
offering than that which is provided this 
week by Victor Moore and Pearl Hight at 
Keith’s. They call their skit ‘‘ Change

@ general way it is intended to convey an 
idea of what sometimes happens in thea- 
tres after a matinée, when the audience 
has departed.

Mr. Moore appears as an actor, and Miss 
Hight as an actress who, having made 
many hits in the Far West, have come to 
New York with a scrapbook full of clip- 
pings of laudatory notices from the critics 
of Walla Walla, St. Mary’s, Pocatella, 
Celina, and other art centres. They have 
high hopes of setting the Hudson aflame, 
and have just appeared at their first New 
York matinée. 

The curtain rises 
hands shifting scenery. 
tentedly smoking a cigarette, when the 
property man approaches him, and, with 
‘**‘No smoking allowed,’’ takes 
“the weed and puts it into his own mouth. 

\That is the signal for hostile demonstra- 
tion from others of the stage hands, who 
inform the actor that he is ‘‘ no good’ and 
“the worst ever.” The actor tries to re- 
taliate. 

* See here,’”’ he says to the property man, 
“if anybody ruined the show you did. 
You’re the man who makes the snow, 
aren't you?’”’ 

“Yes. What of it?” 

“ Well, you cut up a lot of pink paper, 
and when the poor girl was freezing in the 
street you covered hé» with pink snow.” 

The actor turns for sympathy to the 
leader of the orchestra and asks if the act 
was not good. Thereupon the orchestra 
strikes up with “ Well, I don’t know,"’ and 
the actor conciudes that they are all jeal- 
ous of Western performers. 

“Didn't our act go?’ he asks. 

“*Go!”"’ says the orchestra leader. ** Why, 
the audience this afternoon sat there like 
a convention of coffin trimmers.” 

The manager finally sends word that the 
pair will have to change their sketch, so 
the actor and actress decide to rehearse a 
few jokes with the orchestra people as au- 
dience. 

“What time is it when the clock strikes 
thirteen’’’ asks the actor. 

And his companion answers “Time to 
wind the clock.” 

Then the thespian calls for judgment 
from the musician, who says the joke is 
absolutely devoid of humor. 

“Well, the bass fiddler laughed,” retorts 
the actor. 

“Did he?" says the leader. ‘Oh, well, 
he was thinking of his salary. And anyhow, 
he’s from Hoboken and don’t count.”’ 

As a matter of fact, much of what is 
really best in Moore and Hight’s offering 
cannot be reproduced—it is not in the lines, 
but rather in the excellent business which 
they have arranged. Both the man and 
woman are players of skill, and their points 
are clean cut and made without straining 
for effect.

The set, which is 
put up in a small box, contains a bottle of 
indelible ink, a bottle of gold powder, a 
pad for the ink, and two stamps, with a 
gold pen to supplement the stamping if de- 
sired.

There 
are several styles, and when choice is 
made the correct letters are put together 
in the holder and are ready for use. The 
pad is moistened with the ink, the stamp 
press«d on it, and the marking can be 
done, and it is said not to be necessary to 
use a hot iron if the article stamped is not 
to be washed immediately. ‘The second 
Stamp is in the form of a wreath, and is 
intended to be used in marking letter pa- 
per. It is inked in the same manner as the 
other stamp, and while the ink on the paper 
is still iresh a little of the gold powder is 
dusted on, the surplus shaken off, and a 
gold wreath remains. One of the letters 
of the name can then be stamped on the 
inside of the wreath in the usual way, and 
you have initial paper, hand-marked. How- 
ever, most peopie will care only for the 
indelible ink marking. There are plain 
script letters, clear Roman, and others 
fancifully ornamented. Extra letters are 5 
cents apiece, or three for 10 cents.

Those beautiful oval mirrors in carved 
gilt frames are so expensive that many 
people hesitate about purchasing them, and 
there are charming mirrors in black metal

Mas said both he and 
his companion, Moranne, had desired to 
keep in the background at first, solely be- 
cuuse they did not wish their wives to 
know of their companions and whereabouts 
at the time they were away from Paris. 
He also identified M. Picard as the man 
who had come to him in Paris and sought 
a statement. He told of describing the po- 
sition and condition of Mrs. Fair to Picard 
and also of drawing a diagram of the scene 
for the man. This diagram he said Picard 
afterward sought to change, but he de- 
clined to have it changed. Mr. Candler 
tried to time the witness exactly as to his 
presence, saying he wished to show that

Stocks irregular. 


Yesterday’s stock market was small in 
volume, narrow in range, and fitful in 
tone. Of the declines it is only necessary 
to say that the maximum was 1% for 
Amalgamated, whose movements sre due 
to inward pangs which the manipulators 
adjudge not matters of public concern 
to be reported at inconvenient seascns. 
The advances were both more numerous 
and larger, the maximum being 2 for Col- 
orado Fuel. Southern Pacific moved with- 
in a range of 1 point and closed un- 
changed. Consolidated Gas advanced 
and partially reacted without any spe- 
cial explanation, but if any is still reeded 
it may be found in the belief, based upon 
exceptional authority, that no thorough- 
fare is written across pending legislation 
at Albany. - 

The buying of Steel was better than 
yesterday’s selling, and both were upon 
a scale indicating that the mavement 
Was natural. If insiders had been buying 
or selling, the scale of the operations 
would have been very different. Tuesday’s 
decline and yesterday’s advance bcth 
serve to measure natural disappointment 
at the quarterly statement, and, upon 
reflection, the hone that nothing is very 
much amiss, if the corporation’s expla- 
nation may be accepted. The frankness 
and fullness of the annual report vas 
an excellent corrective to the previousiy 
published quarterly report. Where noth- 
ing is juggled to make the worse appear 
the better reason investors are, well dis- 
posed toward their favorites, and much 
reason can be found for such disposition 
toward Steel. A loss of two millions sur- 
plus, with a remaining surplus of three 
millions, a yearly surplus of nearly 
thirty-five millions, and a balance sheet 
surplus of $77,874,517, after all, is not a 
showing to be ashamed of or excessive- 
ly frightened about. The good mcnths 
lie ahead, not behind, and much lIcst 
ground can be regained upon orders 
booked for five and a half million tons, 
or more than the corporation had on New 
Year’s Day. The growth of unfilled or- 
ders and the opportunity of doing busi- 
ness upon a normal scale of cost are en- 
couraging factors. Nevertheless, it can- 
not be doubted that the administration 
reflect—as their critics certainly do— 
that a surplus of one-half of the sum 
necessary to declare a 1 per cent. divi- 
dend is a pretty close fit, and suggestive 
of what might happen if ever the neces- 
sities of the trade compelled the ccrpo- 
ration to rely in its domestic -usiness 
upon the margin of profit realized in its 
export trade. This is a tariff year, and 
next year will be another, and most of 
the corporation’s profits are dependent 
upon the tariff. All these considerations 
and others may be said to be discount- 
ed in the facts that over 86,000. stock- 
holders are assisting in the digestion of 
this security, which is selling at a price 
offsetting many adverse happenings. If 
the common had never paid a dividend 
it might not have sold much lower than 
it has, which is to say that it might be 
appraised at near present figures inde- 
pendently of dividend considerations. 
The temptation to declare a first divi- 
dend was so great, and so surprisingly 
well justified by events thus far, that the 
beginning of dividends cannot be said 
even now to have been certainly a mis- 
take. A similar concern yesterday sus- 
pended the issuance of interim reports, 
and many others never began their 
issue. The contrast is so strikingly fa- 
vorable to the Steel Trust administra- 
tion that it is entitled to the most lenient 
construction facts allow to be placed 


upon the statements submitted to public 
judgment. 

The movements of money strengthen 
hopes of a better bank statement. The 
weakness of sterling is also encouraging 
in this respect, and in its promise of re- 
lief to borrowers who have access to this 
excellent source of accommodation. An 
overborrowed money market and an 
oversold stock market will favor an ad- 
vance whenever other conditions per- 
mit.

FEATURES OF THE MARKET. 


trading on the Stock Exchange yesterday 
was much restricted because of theapproach 
of the Easter holiday.

Of developments during the day there 
was none of consequence. The unfavor- 
able quarterly showing of the Steel Trust 
was fully offset by the excellent exhibit 
for the year; the suggestion of a general 
building trades strike had not been unex- 
pected éven in the Street, the mutterings 
of discontent in that connection having 
been taken cognizance of some time ago; 
there was nothing new in respect to the 
Southern Pacific pool; the money situation, 


as reflected in call. and time rates, seemed 
to be improved; while some encourage- 
ment was found in the fact that London 
again turned buyer in this market, taking 
about 10,000 shares. But in its yesterday's 
mcod the Street was not inclined to give 
much heed either to good or to bad news, 
preferring to wait the over-the-holiday de- 
velopments, if any. 


Despite the market irregularity, and not- 
withstanding liquidation in scattered quar- 
ters, the undertone was fairly strong—a 
fact attested by the relative strength of 
the market in the face of the early morn- 
ing decline in the Steel Trust stocks, and 
of the weakness of Copper Trust stock 
throughout the entire day. It is true that 
at the close of the sessions more declines 
than advances appeared, but a glance at 
the list will disclose that the principal 
losses were in the inactive issues, for which 
at best there is an uncertain market, while 
the active stocks generally held well. Even 
when call money in the afternoon rose to 
7 per cent., the effect was not so much 
heaviness as a further curtailment. of 
business, making the day one of the dull- 
est of the year. 


Coincident with the weakness of Copper 
Trust stock the report t out that much 
of the selling represented forced liquida- 
tion by a house reputed to be heavily long 
of coffee, and therefore a sufferer on the 
decline. The theory, of course, was that 
the selling of Amalgamated was in order 
to provide necessary funds in the coffee 
business. In well-informed quarters this 
talk is regarded as mere buncombe, for the 
house in question is one of the strongest in 
the country. The gossip evidently was cir- 
culated to disguise the real source of the 
selling, which was by the inside pool which 
advanced the price from 53 to 75, (after 
artificially putting up the metal price in 
order to help in the campaign,) and who 
are now engaged in the pleasant pastime 
of “‘shaking out’’ the lambs who were 
fcolish enough to be deluded into buying. 
It is the same shameful game that has 
been seen in the stock for the past year 
or more. The lambs, however, had due 
notice by the tactics indulged in, and have 


but themselves to blame for their slaugh- 
ter. 


The Steel Trust stocks were heavy in the 
first hour on selling said to have been 
prempted by the unfavorable quarterly 
statement for the period ended March 31, 
stowing a surplus equivalent to little more 
than one-half of 1 per cent. on the com- 
mon stock. Good supporting orders ap- 
reared on the decline from a brokerage 
house at one time conspicuous as Morgan 
b:okers, but lately not so much in evidence 
in that connection. This buying rallied 
the stocks until finally they closed for a 
net gain. 

Continuing liquidation shows in the high- 
priced issues, and, because now extending 
apparently to the gilt-edged investment 
shares, has more or less adverse senti- 
mental effect. Yesterday Northwest sold 
down at one time over 3 points, Westing- 
house 2, General Electric 4, (half of it later 
recovered.) In inactive stoeks the biggest 
decline was in Laclede: Gas _ preferred. 
which broke 9% points on 100 shares. Third 
Avenue lost 2%, also on 100 shares. 

The fact that the buying of the 
Trust stocks yesterday came largely from 
a house said to be taking direct orders from 
Mr. Morgan was in the Street taken to bear 
out the report that the steel one con- 
tract with Mr. Keene has expired, and 
that that gentleman is no longer the ma- 
nipulator in charge of the issues.

The transfer of 5,800 shares of Rock Isl- 
and in a single block was one of the feat- 
ures of the market. Some people declared 
that it was on a matched order, but this 
is hardly probable. The Street, however, 
was unable to learn the significance, if 
any, of the transaction.

Receiver for Gypsum Shares. 
Justice Bischoff of the Supreme Court 
yesterday appointed Henry J. McCormack 
of the law firm of Jones & McCormack as 
receiver for $250,000 par value of shares 
of the United States Gypsum Company, 
now on deposit with the Knickerbocker 


Trust Company. Jones & McCormack are 
the owners of the stock, but recently were 
enjoined by Hewitt Boice, a Director of 
the company, from disposing of it on the 
ground that one-half of the stock was his 
for having helped organize the corpora- 
tion. McCormack gave a bond of $25,000 
as receiver and Boice gave a ten-thousand- 
dollar bond to indemnify the receiver for 
damages that might accrue through the 
injunction suit. 


IRON AND METAL TRADES. 


Discussing the condition of the iron and 
metal trades The Iron Age will to-day say: 


Our monthly blast furnace report shows that 
the improvement in the supply of coke has had a 
marked effect not alone on the number, but also 
on the capacity of blast furnaces in operation in 
the country. We entered the month with a 
coke and anthracite furnace capacity in opera- 
tion aggregating 368,215 gross tons per week, 
which is far above any previous record. The 
March production of anthracite and coke pig we 
estimate at 1,590,477 gross tons, and adding 
85,728 tons of charcoal pig, we reach the enor- 
mous total for the month of March of 1,626,205 
tons. Since there is likely to be a return to nor- 
mal conditions during this month, and since 
some important stacks are getting ready, we may 
expect the attainment of a rate of product of 20,- 
000,000 gross per annum before the Summer is 
far advanced. The moderate accumulation of 
stock in the face of this enormous production is 
an eloquent proof of the phenomenal current con- 
sumption. he latter, it must not be forgotten, 
is aided, too, by the fact that.the coke supply is 
more plentiful. 

The pig iron markets are weaker, although a 
fair amount of buying has taken place. The re- 
duction in the “ official’’ Southern prices has 
been widely misunderstood. It was really only, 
so far as the Central West was concerned, a rec- 
ognition of actual market rates as they had pre- 
vailed for a considerable period. In the East- 
ern markets it did carry valucs below thos: pre- 
vailing, and competing sections have been forced 
to meet the new range of values. No fresh busi- 
ness has ben done by importers in foreign pig 
irons, so that the position of European makers 
to the new condition of affairs has not yet been 
tested. 

The demand for basic and low phosphorus pig 
continues, and some round lots heve been placad. 

The steel market has undergone little change. 
Prominent interests inthe Central West .ars still 
hard pushed to get out the tonnage needed. East- 
ern consumers continue to buy foreign steel In 
1,000-ton lots on the basis of $28.50 to $29, and 
on: lot of 10,000 tons of Canadian steel has 
been conttacted for at private terms. Some 
of the steel is to be used for drawback ex- 
port business. It is interesting to note that the 
Maryland Steel pan have again entered the 
tidewater billet market as a seller. 

Reports from the finished iron trade continue 
satisfactory. Specifications are rolling in at a 
very heavy rate, particularly in those lines in 
which the Spring trade of the distributors is a 
conspicuous factor. In spite of the reports of 
labor troubles in the building trades, some very 
large tonnage is coming out for structural mate- 
rial. Some large contracts have already been

PASSENGERS TAKE 
OFF SETTLING LINER 


The Merryweather Rams the Alle- 
ghany in the Harbor. 


Women and Children Hurried Into Life- 


boat arid Picked Up—Damaged 
Ship Sinks in Mud. 


The Hamburg-American fruit liner 
Alleghany and the British tramp steamship 
Joseph Merryweather crashed in the harbor 
at noon yesterday, and thirty-four passen- 
gers of the Alleghany, which was just ar- 
riving from South American and West 
Indian ports, had narrow escapes with their 
lives. They were rescued by a harbor tug, 
the Coastwise, after many of them had 
taken to the water in lifeboats. Both the 
Steamships were. damaged, and to-day the 
Alleghany lies beached off the South 
Brooklyn shore, a hole five feet long 
punched in her starboard side, while the 
Merryweather is laid up for repairs in the 
Erie Basin, her bow plates smashed. 

The Alleghany, having been boarded by 
two Deputy Customs Inspectors and a 
womar. Immigration Inspector off Quaran- 
tine early in the morning, was moving up 
the harbor at a snail's pace, for a dense 
fog hung thick over the water, and not 
even the outlines of the Robbins Reef light- 
house were discernible over the starboard 
bow. Suddenly, when abreast of the north- 
ern portion of the reef, the passengers and 
crew of the liner, most of them being on 
deck at the time, saw a great gray hulk 
loom up in the mist toward the New Jersey 
shore. 

It was the Joseph Merryweather, bound 


in ballast from Central Dock No. 5, Jer- 
sey City, where her agents, Simpson, Spence 
& Young, had been unloading for several 
weeks a cargo of pig iron she brought here 
from Middleboro, England. She had left 
her dock about the same time the Alle- 
ghany left Quarantine, and was bound for 
HRaltimore, there to load with grain for 
British ports. 

Capt. Haase of the Alleghany saw the ap- 
proathing tramp and ordered the signal, 
two whistles, which meant that he would 
pass to starboard. According to sea rules, 
the giving of the signal gives the signaling 
ship the right of way. The two whistles 
echoed through the fog. The 
heard, but though they saw the tramp com- 
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ing upon them, it had not yet dawned upon i 


them that there was danger. Just 
the two whistles there came a single blast 
from the tramp. The crew of the Alle- 
ghany knew that they had been “ cross- 


signaled,’ for a single blast indicates that |

Both men declared they heard the sig- 
nals plainly, and knew what they meant. 

Joan de Paoli, a fifteen-year-old Italian 
boy, was the last passenger to leave the 
ship. He is on his way to attend a business 
School in Poughkeepsie. He was among 
those on deck. 

“We had been having hard luck all the 
way from:Port Limon,” the boy said. *‘ We 
were to have taken coal there, but did not, 
and our fuel was nearly exhausted before 
we reached port. Last Monday we stopped 
for three hours to repair some of the ma- 
chinery which had got out of order. Added 
to this the ship had a bad list to port all 
the way up. Yesterday morning Mrs. 
Allen told a sory at breakfast table of a 
bad dream she had the night before, in 
which she was trying to escape from a 
burning building, and said that she woke 
before she could tell whether she had been 
rescued, She wondered whether this meant 
we were to have an accident before 
We reached port. Her story made some of 
the women nervous, and one of the men 
said that the dream did not mean trouble 
for the rest of us, but only for her. You 
see, though, the trouble did come to us all.” 

When asked if he was frightened, he 
shrugged his shoulders and said: ‘‘ No, but 
little Gonzales Beeche. the smallest on 
board, was frightened, and cried when he 
was taken off.”’

SAILORS SEEMED HELPLESS. 
When the Coastwise picked up the boat- 
load of women, according to the vessel's 
officers, the lifeboat, though three mem- 
bers of the crew aboard it had oars, was 
floating about helplessly in the tide, not 
making any headway one way or the other. 


After the passengers were on their way 
ashore in the tug, Capt. Haase turned the 
Alleghany toward the Red Hook flats and 
heeched her there. Late in the afternoon 
she was transferred to the flats of Fifty- 
third Street, South Brooklyn. The steam- 
ship, which has a draught of eighteen feet, 
had sunk into the muddy flats into twen- 
ty-three feet of water. Emil L. Boas, agent 
of the Hamburg-American Line, said he 
could not estimate the exact amount of 
damage. 

The Alleghany has a net tonnage of 1,606, 
and is worth $250,000. Mr. Boas said he 
did not know the value of the cargo, which 
consists of coffee, hides, bananas, and mis- 
cellaneous stores, including a bag of gold 
dust consigned to a Paris bank. Of the 
bananas there are about 23,000 bunches, 
worth $1.50 a bunch. The forward hold is 
the only compartment that was filled with 
water from the leak, and the flood is kept 
out of the other parts of the vessel by 
water-tight bulkheads. The steamship was 
built in Scotland in 1893 and used to belong 
to the Atlas Line. She is 310 feet long. 

The Alleghany is the fourth ship of the 
old Atlas Line to be in an accident in the 
waters around New York. The Alene was 
sunk off Fort Hamilton, the Alvena a little 
further down the bay, and the Atlas in the 
North River, and each of these three was 
entirely wrecked. That was before the 
Atlas Line became a West Indian adjunct 
of the Hamburg-American Packet Compa- 
ny. 
The Joseph Merryweather, 1,367 tons net, 
is commanded by Cant. Buiman, and was 
built in England in 1898.

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Suits FOR TEACHERS’ SALARIES.—To’ sue 
for salaries, teachers, according to a decis- 
ion latély rendered by the Brooklyn Ap- 
pellate Division, must make the Board of 
Edueation the defendant. The court, there- 
fore, reversed an interlocutory judgment 
sustaining a demurrer on the ground that 
the City of New York was the proper de- 
fendaunt, and not the Board of Education. 
The provisions of the Greater New York 
Charter, ‘“‘that suits shall be brought in 
the name of the Board of Education,” the 
court held, must be read to include suits 
against the board. The court said on an-

|} in the amended charter of 1901, is contrel- 


ling. That section provides that all future 
suits by or against the City of New York 
as herein constituted or against any of the 
municipal and public corporations in this 
act united and consolidated shall be in the 
corporate name of “‘ the City of New York.” ’ 
It is a sufficient answer to this suggestion 
that. although the defendant succeeds to 
ail the powers and duties of the various 
locai boards of education existing before

William N. Amory, complainant in the ac-

Osborne, in taking charge of the interests 
of Mr. Amory, was quite as aggressive as 
De Lancey Nicoll of the counsel for Mr.

way Company on the information presented 
by Mr. Amory as the result of his investiga- 
tions, but he took a much more active part 
than that interest seemed to justify, and

WRIGHT AGAIN REMANDED 


Promoter’s Hearing Before Com- 
missioner Is Adjourned. 


Counsel’s Effort to Bring About an im- 
mediate Disposal of the Case 
Is Defeated.

Whitaker Wright, the London promoter, * 


had another hearing before United States 
Commissioner Alexander yesterday  after- 
noon. Charles Fox, as attorney, and Sir 
Percy Sanderson, the British Consul Gen- 
eral, were present to look after British in- 
terests, while Louis Marshall and Maurice 
Untermyer represented Mr. Wright, After 
an hour's session, in which Mr. Fox sought 
an adjournment and Mr..Marshall,demand- 
ed an immediate hearing, the Commission- 
er decided to postpone the case again until 
next Wednesday at 2 o'clock. 

Mr. Marshall said that the defendant was 
ready to go on with the hearing and that 
the numerous delays occasioned, by the 
British Government were very harrowing 
on Mr. Wright and that their continuance 
bordered on the outrageous. 

“They have nothing here to base their 
case on,’ said Mr. Marshall, looking at Mr. 
Fox, 

** We have plenty here,”’ retorted Mr. Fox, 
pointing to a pile of documents about two 
feet high. 

* Well, then, 
interjected Mr. Untermyer. 

‘I will not take any instructions from 
you:’’ said Mr. Fox, sharply. 

Mr. Fox then made a motion that the 
warrant of March 16, under which Mr. 
Wright had been arrested, be dismissed and 
that the hearing proceed under the war- 
rant issued on'March 31. It was an unheard 
of thing, he said, to have a hearing under 
two distinct complaints. 

Mr. Marshall objected to the dismissal of 
the warrant of March 16. He had gone be- 
fore Judge Lacombe in the United States 
Circuit Court, he said, to have the proceed- 
ings reviewed under that warrant, and had 
there raised the question that the crime as 
charged was not extraditable and that the 
refusal to bail the prisoner was a violation 
of his rights as an American citizen. Judge 
Lacombe, he continued, had decided against 
him and he had taken an appeal to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, where 
the questions at issue could be finally set- 
tled. A dismissai of the warrant, he said, 
would deprive Mr. Wright of the right to 
appeal. 

Commissioner Alexander said that it ap- 
peared to him that the appeal to the Su- 
preme Court took from him the power to 
dismiss the warrant, 

Mr. Marshall then asked that the com- 
plaint against Wright be dismissed on the 
ground that sufficieyt facts had not been 
stated to oonstitute an extraditable crime. 
This the Commissioner denied. 

Mr, Fox then produced his evidence, 
which consisted of typewritten statements 
from various persons who had been con- 
cerned in the London and Globe Finance 
Corporation affairs and several legal doc- 
uments from the English courts, &c. It 
was simply corroborative of the facts stat- 
ed in the complaint on which Mr. wright 
is held Mr. Fox said he was expecting 
more evidence on the Cunard liner uue Sat- 
urday. 

After the hearing Mr. Wright was asked 
if he had anything to say for publication. 

* Of course,"’ he said, “1 want this thing 
settled l am tired of being locked up on 
these flimsy nothings. Here I have been in 
jail nearly a month and have not had a 
chance yet to prove my innocence. I am 
ready to go back just as soon as they let 
me alone and drop this business.

NOBLEMEN IN COURT. 


Baron de St. Mar and Count Jacques 
des Garets Examined for Non-Pay- 
ment of Judgments. 


Noblemen figuring in supplementary pro- 
ceedings enlivened the proceedings of the 
civil courts, yesterday, no less than three 
titled personages figuring on the records 
in one day. The first was Baron de St. 
Mar, from whom the Siede Fur Company 
desire to collect a judgment for $140, se- 
cured some months ago before Judge Sea- 
bury in the County Court. The others were 
Count Jacques des Garets, formerly at- 
tached to the French Embassy at Washing- 
ton, and Baron Richard von Kap-Herr, 
once a member of the German Embassy. 
They were in the Supreme Court on an or- 
der issued to*examine the French noble- 
man for non-payment of a judgment se- 
cured by Alfred Hanau for $5,450. 

Baron de St. Mar, who gives his full 
name as George Henry Maxmillian de St. 
Mart, has been examined in full by Leon 
Laski, attorney for the fur company, and 
Mr. Laski yesterday filed the testimony 
taken with the City Court. The Baron de- 
ciared he is unable to pay the judgment, 
which is for a dress for his wife, and said 
that for years he has had no income and 
no means of support save from selling pic- 
tures painted by his wife. For a brief time 
he was a building superintendent for W. E. 
D. Stokes, and at another he conducted a 
chicken farm. 

His estates in Austria, he declared, were 
entirely dissipated, and had been before 
he came to this country, some fifteen years 
ago. The Baron, however, declared that he 
has an interest in some estate litigation 
now pending in Austria, and expected to 
come into some money through it. He de- 
clined to tell the name of the person from 
whom he expects to receive the money or 
to give the slightest clue to its nature or 
whereabouts. The Baron also declared he 


‘ had no jewelry save the watch he carried. 


When asked to show this he pulled out a 
dollar watch, but no attempt was made to 
levy upon it. 

Count des Garets, in the other action, 
was sued on a note given by him to Hanau, 
latter claims, and he secured judg- 
ment in his action. Baron von Kap-Herr had 
an interest in the money secured, and 
therefore was made a party to the action. 
Payments have reduced the sum to $3,200, 
but there the matter now stands. Count 
des Garets was sworn in the examination 
yesterday, and then, with the Baron and 
the attorneys, they adjourned to an empty 
court room to take the testimony. No fur-
